Tokio, Jan. 3.—Ihe text of Gen. 
Nogi’s telegram yesterday announc- 
ing the capitulation of the Russian 
forces at Port Arthur is as follows: 

The Plenipotentiaries of both par 
tics concluded their negotiations to- 
day at 4.80 o'clock. 

*“"The Russian Commissioners ac- 
cepted on the whole the conditions 
atipulated by us and consented to 
capitulate. 

*“The document has been prepared 
and signatures are now being aifixed. 

“Simultancously with the conclu- 
sion of negotiations both - armies 
suspended hostilitics. 

“lt is expected that the Japanese

His cries for help soon © attracted 
the attention of people on the Cana- 
dian shore, and steps were at once 
taken to rescuc him with the assist- 
ance of a smnil boat and two long 
planks, Patterson and May volun- 
teered to make the attempt. 

A long rope was attached to their 
boat. The planks were first pushed 
out on the floating ice. Aman on 
each aide then dragged the boat as 
far as possible. Then getting in the 
boat again they pushed the planks 
ahead. 

In this manner they reached Black, 
who was about three hundred yards 
from shore. Putting the almost [roz- 
en but happy man in their boat the 
return trip was safely mado with the 
assistance of about two hundred citi- 
vens on shore, who pulled on the 
rope. 

The daring rescuera were loudly 
cheered on reaching the shore.

Five Thousand: Distinct Languages. 

Mr. J. Collier is authority for the 
statement that there are no less than 
5,000 distinct languages spoken by 
mankind. The number of separate dia- 
lects {s enormous, There are more 
than alxty distinct vocabularies in Bra- 
zil, and in Mexico the Nahua language 
has been broken up into 700 dialects. 
There are hundreds in Borneo. The 
complexities are beyond classification 
in Australla, and generally the num- 
ber of dialects decreases with the in- 
tellectual culture of the population.

It is learned that when Gen. Stoce- 
sel wrote to Gen. Nogi regarding the 
surrender of the fortress, he said: 
“I have 8,000 men in the forts, and 
6,000 of theso are able to fight. If 
you do not accept my proposal, 
these men will dic fighting, but it 
will cost you three’ times their nunt- 
ber to kill them.”* 

During the siege 265 per cent. of 
the garrison were put out of action. 
This remarkable fact was due to 
wounded ‘men returning to the front. 
Cases have been recorded where men 
have gone to hospitals four times, 
returning convalescent to the forts. 
The numbet of officers killed “was 
proportionately greater than in any 
battle known in history. ‘This was 
duc to the frequent lethargic condi- 
tion of the men. who, without food 
and without sleep, moved only when 
ordered by their officers. 

The Russians estimate that the

“I the officers were only free to 
attend or not, as they wished, it 
would not bo so bad, vut we hear 
that pressure has been brought to 
bear, and threats made, which munt 
muzzle and frighten the olficera in- 
to acquiescenoe, no Imaticr how the 
expense may ctabarrass thein, or 
how averse they may be, cither to 
take part in a political demonstra. 
tion, of to show respect fer a man 
whom they may [cel is not entitled 
to it. The despotism and tyranny 
which bas been Intely Inaugurated, 
and the crucl example shown in the 
caso of Colonel Gregory, hago ter- 
rorized the officers of ofl Yanks, 
and consequcntly not a wo cun 
be said by them, either oper 
in the press.” 

Respecting the banquet to Sir 
Frederick Borden which came off on 
the 28th prox. the Military Gazette 
thus expressed itself beforehand:

ONTARIO DAIRY ‘WORKERS. 


President Derbyshire Declares Cheese Out- 
put of 1906 Shert of That of 1903 
By 87,000,000. 


Brockville, Jan. 5.—President D. 
“Derbyshire, M.I’, for Brockville, was 
the master of ceremonies at the op- 
ening sessions of the 28th annual 
-convention of the Bastern Ontario 
Butter and Cheese Association here 
yesterday, Many prominent dairy- 
men were present. 

In his address, Mr. Derbyshire said 
kind things of the agricultural  de- 
partments of Toronto and Ottawa 
and enumerated what Hon. John 
Dryden and Hon. Sydney Fisher had 
done in the interests of the farmers. 
He noted that the association's ex- 
periment the past season of placing 
instructors in charge of 
number of cheese factories through- 
out the province produced beneficial 
reaults, 

Cheese Loss of $7,000,000, 


The good work of these men as a 
whole had been reflected in’ thee im- 
provement of the quality of the 
goods, an well as its uniformity, He, 
went on to say that’ the make of 
1904 was 2,700,000 boxes of cheese, 
worth about: $20,000,000, — The re- 
cord was 300,000 boxes short of 
1903, representing at feast $7,000,- 
er, 

Considerable of thin shortage could 
have been avoided provided dairy- 
then had shown the same zeal as they 
did in 1903, The butter business 
showed a good deal of improvement. 
Canada exported 550,000 packages, 





worth $7,500,000; an increase of 
nearly $2,000,000, and, owing . to 
the fine quality, about double the 


quantity of butter was consumed at 
home over that exported 3 
$6.500,000 Short All Round. 


The bacon trade was somewhat. 
short, having received only - about 
$11,000,000 for the same, but the 
total exports of cheese, butter and 
bacon amount to about 841,500,000, 
or $6,500,000 short of last year.

The. water finder's rod is:merely a 
forked twig, usually cut from a 
hazel) a whitchorn or an apple tree 
below, the bifureation, and is gener- 
ally -a foot long and about the 
thickness of a pencil. Its twigs are 
held at the extreme ends between the 
fingera and thumb of each hand by 
the water finder, or dowsecr, as he is 
commonly called, who slowly walks 
over the land where {t is desired to 
find a spring, until on coming to the 
spot where water is, the twigs beo- 
gins to move and its fork to bend 
downward. 

It frequently happens that on 
reaching this site the.rod, which has 
previously reinained passive in the 
dowser’a hands, twists itself round 
with such violence as to break, The 
statement that water will be: found 
beneath (the depth is occasionally 

) has seldom been falsified. 
The iment“ has been tried of 
blindfolding the water finder and 
leading him by a different route to 
the spot he has alrcady indicated, 
only to show that the rod repeated 
{ts movements on his regaining it, 
A second dowscr, kept in ignorance 
of the spot or of the land over 
which his ssor has gone, will 
almost invariably name the same site 
as a place where water will be 
found. 

Water finding is a special gift, re 
quiring special physical and psychical 
qualifications, but is not limited to 
any class of society, to the educated 
or the ignorant, to age or youth, to 
men or women, ‘Mr, J. D, Enys, F. 
G. S., became an excellent dowser, 
while a woman of title in the mid- 
lands also became expert at Onding 
watcr by this’ means. 

But, though a special gift, exper- 
Jence has shown that it can be trans- 
mitted—that is, when the rod is held 
by a person who has not this pow- 
er, but whose wrists are grasped by 
a dowser, it will point to a spot 
where water may be found.. No mat- 
ter how diverse In rank or intellect 
or constitution water finders may 
be, they all to a greater or less de- 
gree betray the same symptoms ifn 
exercising the gift—an electric shock 
scems communicated to them;. they 
turn pale, tremble or have convul- 
sive movements similar to those that 
disturl the nervous system of a me- 
dium who obtains psychic manifesta- 
tions. 

Sir Lauder Brunton in writing on 
Truths and Delusions’’ in the Uni, 
versal Review says: ‘‘When we hear 
that a man is able to discover water 
at a considerable distance below the 
ground on which he stands we are 
at first apt to ecout thy idea os 
ridiculous, while if ‘we were told that 
@ caravan was crossing the desert 
and that all at once the thirsty 
camels started off quickly and at a 
distance of a mile or more water 
was found we would’ look upon the 
occurrence as natural.” 

Regarding the divining rod as 
subject for investigation, the Coun- 
cil of the Society For Psychical Re- 
search carnestly requested Mr. W. F. 
Barrett, professor of eaporimental 
physics in the Royal College of 
Science For Ireland, to inquire into 
it. With ‘‘great reluctance and even 
Tepugnance,"* as he stated, he yield- 
ed to their wishes and began his 
examination, ‘‘hoping, however, in 
my ignorance that a few yeeks” work 
would enable me to relegate it ‘into 
the limbo large and broad, since 
called the paradise of fools." ~~ | 

A report of his long and patient 
research concerning the divining rod 
was contributed by Professor Barrett 
in a paper called **The So Called 
Divining Rod, or Virgula  Divina.’* 
The outcome of his personal investi- 
gations, of reliable evidence and 
scientific knowledge, may be summed 
up in his own words: ‘The movo- 
ment of the rod is not due to trick- 
ery nor any conscious voluntary ef- 
fort, but is a more: or less violent 
automatic action that occurs under 
certain conditions in certain indivi- 
duata,"” 

Having said so much, scicnce still 
leaves us) in ignorance regarding a

Russian Battleship Kni: Knias Souvaroff 
Strikes a Rock. 





Une of the Second Pacific Squadron Escapes From the Japanese — 
48,000 Russians Surrendered at Port Arthur, and There 
Are in Addition 16,000 Sick and Wounded— 
Court Martial Will Try Gen. Stoessel. 





Paris, Jan. 6.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Paris edition of 
The New York Herald | telegraphs 
that’ Vice-Admiral — Rojestvensky’s 
flagship, the battleship Knias Souva- 
rof, has struck a rock and founder- 
ed. ‘ 

The latest report from Vice-Admir- 
al Rojestvensky’s squadron was con- 
tained in’a despatch dated Tama- 
tave, Island of Madagascar, Jan. 2, 
in which it was stated that the Vice- 
Admiral’s division of the Russian se- 
cond Pacific squadron, consisting of 
five battleships, three cruisers, two 
transporta and a hospital ship, had 
anchored on that’ day in the road- 
stead of Sainte Marie, an island on 
the cast coast. 

The Knias Souvaroff was built at 
St. Petersburg in 1902, and was of 
13,516 tons displacement. Here 
length was 367} feet, hor beam 76 
feet, her draught 26 feet, and indi- 
cated horse power 16,000. Her arma- 
ment was of the Russian Krupp pat- 
tern and consisted of four 12-inch, 
&2 G-inch, 20 d-inch, 20 3-pounder 
pod six 1-pounder guns. She had six 
torpedo tubes. Her complement of 
men was 7410.

PRIMROSE APHORISMS. 





Lerd Rosebery on the Best Books to Read 
apd Boy, 

The Earl of Rosebery, in opening 
the new Carnegie freo library at 
West Calder, Midlothian, recently, 
discoursed on books. worth reading, 
and cagnplaingd that many of the 
best of Qhem hod fallen into neglect. 

That Yknowledge is power, said 
Lord Roagbery, is a great truth, but 
it is not the whole truth. 

Knowledge is power, but that docs 
not necessarily mean book know- 
ledge; book knowledge is only a part 
of the knowledge that constitutes 
power, 

The man of vigorous life among 
men will beat the man of books al- 
ways and at everything in this 
world. : 

Reading is only a partial aid to 
that knowledge of life which makes 
the perfection of mankind. You 
should have your hours of study, but 
should not, for your hours of study, 
peglect your hours of action. 

The great difficulty that lics before 
every man of energy in this world in 
to adjust the balance between his 
life of study and his life of action, 

When the object is.to refresh and 
to oxalt, to lose the cares of this 
world in the world of imagination, 
then the book is more than a means, 
It is an end in itself. It refreshes, 
exalte and inspires the man. 

And the best of that rofreshinent fs 
that it does not require the assist- 
ance of whiskey or any other stimu- 
lant. Alcohol {s incompatible with 
this refreshment. A quict pipe is’ a 
different thing. It may aid not’ im- 
materially in the process to which I 
wish to Iead you. 

But there should be an index, free 
from all private infuence’ of authors 
and publishers, to tell what are the 
books you ought to read and the 
books you ought to buy, which are 
not by any means the same thing. 

There are two further classcs of 
books—the books you borrow and re- 
turn, and the books yor borrow and 
do not return. 

The non-return of books has ended 
more friendships and torminated more 
affections than any other cause of 
which I,am cognizant. j 

The man who borrows one volume 
of a sot of. volumes and never re- 
turns it ig a man who should be 
treated like vermin—trapped or shot 
on sight. 

My ideal index {s that which tells 
the best book to read on any~ sub- 
ject, but my fear is that you will got 
nobody to frame such an index, be- 
cause his life would not be safe. 

In literature we need one who will 
act the part of the muezzin on the 
tower of the mosque, summoning

Teils of Pert Arthur's Fall and 
News Is Confounding. 








» Russians Had Anticipated Leng Resistance, 
and It Is Believed That Marshal 
Oyama’s Letter Will Have Am Im 
mediate Influence On the Situation On 
Bhakhe River—Kejestvensky Strack 
Unobartered Reck—Ne Details. 


Berlin, Jan. 7.—The Lokal Anzicg- 
er’s Mukden correspondent in a des- 
patch, dated Jan. 6, says: 

“Field Marshal Oyama has sent a 
letter to General Kuropatkin com- 
municating the news of the capitu- 
Jation of Port Arthur, and praising 
the bravery of its defenders. Tho 
effect of the news was especially con- 
founding, last reports anticipating a 
long resistance. It is bélieved it will 
immediately influence, tho situation 
on the Shakhe River. Continued and 
intense cannonading has been heard 
since dawn along the railroad near 
Sinchinpu and Shakhe. A _ resump- 
tion of cannonading to-morrow is 
expected, 

Ture Searchlight On. 


Mukden, Jan. 7.—The night of 
Jan. 5, the Japanese turnod search- 
lights on the Russian position at the 
Village of Ingoy, and tried to drive 
out the troops from the advanced 
positions, but were driven back. The 
Same day there was a collision of 
Russian foraging parties with Japan- 
eso scouts near the Hun River.

Japan WIil Presse the War Mere Vigorous 
ly Than Ever ta the North With 
Mere Treeps, 


Washington, D.C,, Jan, 7.—Japan 
has made no overtures for peace to 
Russia, directly or indirectly, through 
the United States or any other pow- 
er;-she contemplates no such action 
and, now that Port Arthur has 
fallen, proposes to press the war in 
the north all the more vigorously by 
reinforemg the Japancse armies at 
Liaoyang, with the, greater part of 
the troops which kave bewn besieging 
Port Arthur. This in brief represents 
the views of Gogoro Takahira, the 
Japanese minister. : 

“The fall of Port Arthur,” said 
the minister, “is but a step in’ the 
war which Japan is waging for a 
principle. Certainly it is an import- 
ant step, but nothing could be furth- 
er from the truth than the assump 
tion that because Japan has captur- 
ed a stronghold, the fall of which 
long has been expected, the Japanese 
Government will now make overtures 
for peace, nor have the powers ap 
proached ua with any idea of inter- 
vention,” 








PEACE. 


Count Cassini Saye Ne Mussian Will Admit 
Sach a Prebability Jast Now, 


Washington, Db. ©., Jan. 7.—Count 
Cassini, Russian Ambassador, yester- 
day granted an interview. He spoke 
of the rumors that the fall of Port 
Arthur would hasten peace, of  re- 
ports of dissenSions within the Rus« 
sian Empire, and of the statement 
from St. Petersburg that the fleot

“Have any peace proposals been 
made to Russia, or will they be con< 
sidered if made ot this timo by Ja- 
pan, either directly or through ano- 


ther power?’ the Ambassador was 
asked. 
“No such Proposals have been 


mado, 80 far as lam aware,”’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘No proposals for peace would 
be accepted or considered under pre- 
sent conditions. As I have said 
many times, we inade it possible to 
avoid this war, but wo wore forced 
to enter it. It is perhaps well to re- 
peat that when war began there were 
in Manchuria only 60,000 Russian 
troops, and this is the best proof 
that we had no idea of initiating 
hostilities. 

"Now, we have made immense sac- 
rifices of blood, and in moncy, and 
it is clear that Russia is obliged to 
and will pursue this war to the bit- 
ter end, There is no Russian who at 
this moment can admit the possibil- 
ity of entering into discussion — of 
Peace.”’

‘With 
a new gbneration, conditions began 
to change ;‘live Stock came in, largo 
barns Were built, butter! and cheeso 
beyran to be anade, and we Grudually 
changed nll our ancthods. ‘This build- 
‘ing und the wxhittta it contains arp 
proof that we ure trying to keep up 
with the demands of the times and 
to’ campote with otter countries by 
following the now agriculture. . 

Tho new ‘Agriculturo must. be con- 
ducted upon dosiness principles, In 
old times it did not: seem so neces- 
rary to pursuc these business moth- 
ods: in fact, with tho surroundings 
then existent, {here Was no chance 
to do so;* In our towns and. cities 
the merchant and the manufactures 
has also had to chafge his methods 
of business. The “farmer iy just as 
much a manufacturer as the/man in 
town ‘who makes boots, clothes and 
hardware: The manufacturer-in town 
finds it necessary to make the kind 
of goods that the cousumer demands. 
It is also one of the conditions jo- 
day that the farmer should produce 
what his customers pvant. We must 
consider what our district \s best, 
capabie of producing and work along 
that line. Grow, the crops and keep 
the live stock that thrive best where 
we live. 

The manufacturer must Produce 
economically. Our best saw wills, 
for instance, are now run with prac- 
tically no waste of Material; even 
tho dust is used. One of the best 
examples of ecunomical manufactur. 
ing is seen in the great stock yards 
of Chicago, where absolutely every 
part of an animal is turned into a 
marketable product. Soa the farmer 
must endeavor to copvert to a pro- 





i titable use all his products. He should 


veo to it thal there is no vaste Iand 
Wader aveeds, under fences, or in 
careless cultivation, he farmer has, 
perhaps, ip bis operations greater 
probicins t0 mect than any other 
manufacturer, if be would avoid, un- 
necessary waste. 

The new agriculture must be cor 
ducted upon scitntific — prinelptes. 
There should not today Le any ob- 
jection to bock farming, for the in- 
telligent anan can from agriculiural 
vapers aud books get the valuable 
experience of other men who have 
done the work he is trying to do.

Buffalo, Jan. 7.—Railway Detectiv- 
es Day and Cockburn of Toronto, left 
hore yesterday for Woodstock, Ont., 
taking with them Charles, alias 
“Slim'’ Daly, who is wanted by the 
Canadian authoritios ona charge of 
gtand larceny. “Soon aftér the de- 
parture of the officers, the Buffalo de- 
tectives captured one of Daly's pals, 
who it is alleged was an accessory to~ 
the crime charged egainst Daly. He 
is known as Gus Phillips and also 
by. the name of Kinsella. 

Kinsella and Daly, it is alleged, 
stole a valise from an English tour- 
ist, who wis on a Grand Trunk train 
cn route from Detroit. to” Buffalo.

Kuropatkin to Attack Oyama Before Nogi’s Veterans From Port 


Arthur Can Reinforce Him—Russian Emperor and Council 
Likely to Continue the Policy of War to the Bitter End 
—Transfer of Prisoners at Post Arthur 





St. Petersburg, 
Kuropatkin reports the frustration 
of a Japancse attempt to surprise 
his centre front on the night of Jan. 
6, and the bayonetting of twenty- 
one Japenese the night of Jan. 3 by. 
a cavalry reconnaisance in the val- 
ley of Taitso River, in the direction 
of Sianchan. 

It is expected here that the Czar 
will order Kuropatkin to take the 
offensive immediately before  Nogi’s 
veterans can join the Japanese forces 
on the Shakhe, and at any cxpense 
to gain somo success to offset the 
eficct of the loss of Port Arthur up- 
gn the Russian people, Such instruc- 
tions will place Kuropatkin in a 
most dificult position. 

The ‘severity of the winter in 
Northern Manchuria makes extensive 
military operations next to impos- 
sible, even with troops having tho 
best equipment. It is known that the 
Russian army is suffering great de- 
privation of such necessaries as boots 
and overcoats, owing to the whole- 
sale robberics of supplies, and a bat- 
tle fought solely for political reasons 
would be with adventuge strongly 
on the ete of the Japanese. 

Advance Not Yet. ‘ 

Huanchan,-vin Mukden, Jan. 0.— 
The expected advance. of Japanese, 
which the Chinese prophesied, »--"™ 
take place on the Russie Christinas, 
has not occurred. Even the vaual 
eannonading, has not taken place.

What is the differonce 
between stealing a man’s hour and 
stealing his $5? There are many men

We waste these days simply . by 
wasting here a minute and there n 
minute, This thought was brought 
hicme to me in my tour around the 
world. In 1893 my father and 1 left 
our homes in the east and started 
on our journey, We followed ithe 
course of the setting sun. We trav- 
eled from New York to | Pittsburg, 
from Pittsburg to. Chicago, from 
Chicago to St, Lowvix, from St. 
Louis to Denver, and then to San 
Francisco. We  zigzagged up sand 
down, but always kept: pushing to- 
ward the west. At San Francisco we 
fet sail for the Sandwich — Islands 
Then we went on.to Samoa. Some- 
tines We Would stop two or three 
days in a town, sometimes on full 
week, It took us seven long months 
to encircle the globe. Each day, ax 
a rule, was for us not twenty-four 
hours, but twenty: r hours and 
ten or fifteen or even thirty minutes 
long. Of course you grasp iy mean- 
ing. We were lengthening our days, 
Iicause We Were Ceavelingg weat ward, 
How were we to straighten out our 
calendar? This was the way we did 
it. One night we went to bed on 
Wednesday! The next morning when 
we awoke it was Friday. There, in 
the middle of the Pacific Ocean, wo 
lost a full day. How did that) day 
disappear? 

As I sat that Friday morning; af- 
ter Thursday was dropped out of my 
calendar, I said to’ myself, — ‘*Yes, 
yes.

castles in bed after the rising bell 
has rung, by ignoring the ‘‘get up” 
cull, which King Solomon in the 
sixth chapter of Proverbs pounds up- 
on every bedroom ,door when he 
calla: ‘How long wilt thou sleep, O 
sluggard? When wilt thou arise out 
of thy sleep? Yet a little sleep, a 
little slumber, a little folding of the 
hands to sleep. So shall thy. poverty 
come as one that traveleth and thy 
want as on armed man.”’ Lord Wil- 
mington:once declared that the 
cause of tho Snilure of the famous 
English statesman, tho Iuke of Now- 
Castle, was that ho nover started the 
day's workion. time. He loses half 
an hour every morning and runs af- 
ter it during the whole day without 
being able to, overtake its’ ~ Many 
men and women are wasting precious 
days that might be uxed for, Christ 
by not getting up on time and start- 
ing the work of the day on time and 
systematically and promptly meet- 
ing: all demands as they come up for 
settlement. 

} ‘This warning, against the wasted 
muinutes of the. carly:morning is’ far 
more necessary than some of us have 
herctofore supposed. When wo waste 
the carly minutes of the morning we 
waste the very best minutes of the 
wholo day," The old proverb says: 
“Reauty sleep is always taken be 
fore 12 o'clock at, night. Byery hour 
of sicep before midnight ix’) worth

thought I say, ‘Every hour of work 
done before 9 or 10 o'clock in tho 
morning is worth at least two hours 
of work after 12 o'clock noon.’’

We must have intelligence 
direction of our life or lsc all our 
work will go for naught.

Would the helmsman 
obey my command?” “Where would 
you take the ship?’ ‘o Australia,’* 
1 would answer. “‘Do you kijlow any- 
thing about the laws of pavigation?”* 
“No. Then L cannot let you take 
command, ‘You know ‘not the law of 
the compass. The pat surface of 
the sea is the Kame everywhere. You 
have no guideposts, as on the moun- 
tain sides. The first thing you would 
do would be to get the ship off its 
course, It. would take us perhaps 
days or weeks to regain our-course, 
or perhaps we would never be able to 
do so. We might land in China, as 
a dishonest captain made the pilgrim 
fathers land on the cold, bleak New 
England — shores when they*had set 
sail for the southern lands.

you and I have wasted at our tables 
in feasting."" Young man, better im- 
prove your stray moments as did 
sonysius the Great than fritter 
them away as most folks are doing, 
with their lips pressed. against the 
chalice of pleasure. Detter conse- 
crate whole in life’s journey to 
tmnaking yourself better and truer 
than to drop them into uselessness, 
as we lost our Thursday in the 
smooth waters of the Pacific in our 
Journey around the world, 

But, though many minutes, which 
in the aggregate amount’ to many 
Hays. are lost to the service of 
Christ on account of our own follies, 
how many are lost to Christ by rea- 
son of people who seem to have 
nothing to’ do themselves and awho 
sccm to fhe possessed with 
the idea .that we have nothing 
to do?

Why This Anglophopia Disclaimer. 

Vienna, Jan. 9.—(Special vin New 
York.)—In well informed circles here 
the conviction hus gradually come to 
prevail that for some reason or rea- 
sons unknown the state of Anglo- 
German relations is causing anxicty 
to the German Government. As far 
as is known jn Vienna those  rela- 
tions are not now much worse than 
at any time since Cotipt Von Buclow 
measured tongues with Mr. Chamber- 
lain and found that he had still 
something to learn in the art of po- 
Mtical controversy. 

At tho same time it is presuined 
that the German Imperial Chancellor 
would not have disclaimed Anglo- 
phobia for himself and his country, 
as he has recentiy done in an Eng- 
lish review and in the Reichstag, and 
that he Would not have instructed 
German diplomatists in foreign capi- 
tals to deplore Anglo-German — mis- 
understanding, had he not some spe- 
cial object in view. If thix object be 
simply the improvement, of — Anglo- 
German relations, it is clear from 
the tone prevailing in “authoritative 
quarters here that Count Von Bue- 
Jow would possess the sympathy of 
the Austro-Hungarian Government. 

Nevertheless the situation existing 
between England and Germany — Is 
not regarded as alarming, for Count 
Von Buelow is known to be too able 
a diplomatist and too expert a 
manipulator of newspaper opinion 
not to change at one stroke the dar- 
ing of German representatives and of 
the German press if he were really 
apprehensive of trouble. Austria- 
Hungary is too well acquainted with 
Pan-German clamor to attach much 
importance, intrinsically, to the 
dreams of German naval enthusiasts, 
for she regards them as not. unlike 
Pan-Slavist dreams, which are only 
formidable in so far as they are sup- 
ported by official influence.

Japanese Secret iseniice So Reports 


to Government. - 





Rojestvensky, Russian Admiral, Fears Conflict With Admiral Togo’s 


Battleships —Must be Through Suez Canal by Jan. 20 or 
His Return Will be Cut Off—Japs Expect .to 
Greatly Increase Naval Strength. 





Tokio, Jan. 10.—The secret service 
department of the Japancse navy 
has definitely jnformed the ~Govern- 
ment that Kussia’s Baltic fleet is on 
its way back to Europe. This in- 
formation, posted last night in the 
Imperial navy board, explains. the 
prolonged stay here of Admiral To- 
go and Vice-Admiral Kamimura. 
From the beginning Japan has been 
accurately informtd with regard to 
both divisions of the Baltic fleet, 
and is now able to announce that 
the warships are returning. 

They will'go through the Suez 
Canal in three divisions, the first led 
by Admiral Botrovsky and the bat- 
tleship Oleg. He has with him three 
cruisers, two colliers and a small 
torpedo boat flotilla. There was 
some hope here that the Baltic 
squadron would sail as far as tho 
South China Sea, in which event its 
return would have been doubtful. 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s division of 
warships was south of Diego Suarez 
Bay Sunday, the Imperial board was 
informed, but it.:rould be dangerous 
for him to remain on the northeast 
coast of Madagnscar for any lengthy 
period. His return through the canal 
could be cut off by Jan. 20. It is ex- 

ted here that he will= sail not 
ter than Wednesday for Port Said. 

The belief now is that the war- 
ships will sot out in March, rein- 
forced by the news ships of the Bal- 
tic squadron. They could not arrive 
in the Sea of Japan before June. Be-

Toronto Globe: Death came sud- 
denly to the Rev. Arthur Browning 
of 76 First avenue on Satarday.

If water is allowed to 
run Into the burrow and fill It the anl- 
mal when presént can be forced to 
come Yo the surface to avold drowning 
nnd may be easily killed. The best 
remedy for the damage done to lawns 
and grass plots by moles is prompt 
rolling with a henvy roller. By contin: 
ved ‘repetition of this the moles will be 
driven away nt least temporarily. 

Moles have, few natural enemies, 
Thelr food consists chiefly of worms 
and Insects that live In the ground, and 
thelr presence in Jurge numbers at any 
Place is an evidence of the abundance 
of their food. There 1s no doubt that 
they do much good by destroying 
inany noxious Insects. If It were not 
for the Injury ¢one to Inwns by their 
tirowing up ridges of earth along 
y:lilch the grass dics, or to gardens by 
thelr loosening the roots of young 
tinnta, moles would be more beneficial 
than harmful.—New England Home 
stead.

A long agitation 
for Parliamentary representation and 
the abolition of the obnoxious license 
fee, a monthly tax levied on all gold- 
diggers alike, whether successful or 
tho reverse, and collected in brutal 
style by mounted troopers, not a few 
of whom were ex-convicts, culminat- 
od in a mass meeting of the diggers 


























on Nov. 29, 1854, At this meeting, | 


amid a “scene of great enthusiasm, 
the diggers made a huge bonfire of 
their licenses, and thus bade open do- 
fiance to the authorities. <A rude 
fort, called the Eureka stockade, was 
rapidly erected. Tho 12th and 40th 
Regiments, then quartered in Mel- 
bourne, under the command of Ma- 
jor-General Sir Robert Nickle, K.C, 
B., one of Wellington's officers in the 
Peninstiar War, were rushed up to 
Ballarat, where they were received 
with shots and showers of stones. 
At daybreak on Dec. 3 they attacked 
the Eureka stockade and carriod it 
by storm. There was lamentable loss 
of life on both sides, 

The rebel diggers had chosen es 
their commander-in-chicf a hand- 
some, stalwart young Irishman, nam- 
ed Peter Lalor. a sort of one of 
Daniel O'Connell's colleagues in the 
House of Commons. Lalor fought 
bravely in deferite of the stockade 
until stricken down by a bullet in 
the left shoulder. Some of his men 
concealed him under slabs of timber 
until nightfall, when he was remov- 
ed to the house of a Roman Catholic 
priest, where the wounded arm was 
amputated, For five weeks ho was 
an outlaw with a heavy price on his 
head, dead or alive. ‘Then, a royal 
commission having reported strongly 
in favor of ‘the removal of the dig- 
gers’ grievances, Lalor emerged from 
his hiding place and was returned by 
acclamation as the first member for 
Ballarat in the Parliament of Vic- 
toria. For the rest of his life, 
thirty-five years, he was a promin- 
ent public man as M.P., postmaster- 
general, minister of trade and cus- 


Speaker. He twice declincd knight- 
hood. A fine statue of Lalor, by 
Nelson Maclean, a London sculptor, 
etands in the main thoroughfare of 
Ballarat. ; 

Naturally, very few of those: who 
took in the fight at the 
Eureka stockade now survive. One 
of them is Captain John Lynch, tho 
father of the ‘‘Colonel’? Lynch who 
becamo a Boer officer during the 
South African war, who was elected 
for Galway, and was released from 
caplvity a few months ago. For 
some years after the fight there wero 
annual pilgrimages on Dec. 3 of tho 
site of the Eureka stockade, and on 
these occasions Captain Lynch was 
the orator-in-chief. The site of tho 
stockade is now a public reserve, and 
is the great show spot of Ballarat. 
A thousand cadets were reviewed 
there by the late Gencral Sir Hector 
Macdonald. The ‘Southern Cross,’ 
the rebel diggers’ standard, is pre 
served in the Melbourne Museum. 
Lieut. Ross, a Canadian, who hoist- 
ed it over the stockade was killed in 
the fight. 


Elder Brether ef Cecil Rhodes. 


A Parliamentary candidate “who 
has been sentenced to death by the 
enemies of his country and after- 
wards mot those encmiecs on the field 
of battle has a powerful lever in 
moving votes to his alde, says The 
London Chronicle. Colonel Rhodes, 
the elder brother of tho great Imper~. 
falist, has also the prestige of that 
brother’s name to help him in his 
prospective campaign against Mr. 
Rose in the Newmarket division. But 
Mr. Rose is as popular’ in Cam- 
bridgeshire as was his predecossor, 
Colonel McCalmont, and the Colonel 
will need all his prestige. The house 
in which the Colonel lives, Datham 
Hall, Newmarket, was Icft him by 
his brother. For his share dn the 
Jameson Raid Colonel Rhodes fore 
felted his commission, but his ser 
vices on the field Omdurman, 
where he was wou , Were deemed 
great enough to purge his offence, 
and the commission waa restored. 








Courteous Lerd Hardwicke.

Lord Hardwicke thus once jilted an 
American heiross, who was a nicco of 
Lady Anglesey. Tho latter wrote: 

Dear Lord Hardwicke,—I am leav- 
ing Vienna with my niece for the 
Sommering for two or three days. 
Perhaps you could be at the rallroad 
station at 11. to-morrow morning to 
bid us good-bye. Yours sincerely. 

To the above polite invitation 
Lord Hardwicke roplied as follows: 

Dear Lady Anglesey,—Awtiully  sor- 
ry; I cannot beat the South rail- 
road station to say good-bye to you 
and your niece. Jpst at the timo you 
name I have to be at the Western 
Railroad ‘terminus to meet two fox 
terrier pups. Awlfully sorry. Yours 
sincerely.

rendered.

kan States, is rather exaggeratt 
fears of ‘Turkish encroachments ia 
Macedonia, 

These nervous apprehensions tend 
to increase Servian efforts at rap- 
prochement with Bulgaria. The effects

Based on my experience, therefore, 1 
should place the elephant fret aud the 
rhino third after the seladung, which 
is fully as formidable as the Cape bof- 
falo and is miscalled the bison all over 
India. Each of these animals is dan- 
gerous on different and Individual 
grounds, The elephant, though less 
likely to charge than any of the others, 
is terrifying because of his enormous 
strength, which stops at no obstacle, 
and the extreme difficulty of reaching 
n vital spot, especially if, with trunk 
tightly coiled, be is coming your way. 

1 kuow of no sensation more awe- 
soine than standing ankle deep in 
clinging mud in dense cover, with the 
Jungle crashing around you as though 
the entire forest was toppling, as the 
elephant you have wounded cowes 
smoshing his way {fn your direction. 
‘The seladang Is dangerous partly be- 
cause of the thick jungle he secks 
when wounded, but more especially 
because of his tremendous vitality and 
Lis usual though not fnvarlable habit 
of ‘awaiting the hunter on bis tracks 
and charging suddenly, swiftly and 
viclously. It requires close and bard 
shooting to bring down one of. these 
six foot specimens of oriental cattle.

in New York, : 


New York, Jan. 11.—Seven: aur- 
vivors of the ill-fated Norwegian ship 
Marpesia, which was wrecked at sca 
on’ Christmas Day arrived hero ycs- 
terday on the steamer Trinidad. 
They had been rescucd by the Dan- 
ish steamer Gallia, which was ot 
hand when the Marpesia was blown 
into a shapeless mass and the seven 
men who survived the shock were 
taken from the sea. They were land- 
ed at Bermuda by the Gallia, which 
was bound from Hamburg for Savan- 
nah, The Marpesia sailed from New 
York for Cette, France, on Dec, 9, 
with a cargo. of naphtha and had 
been out only a’day or two when 
her troubles began. ‘One gale —suc- 
cceded another, but all’ were weath- 
ered until Dec. 17, when the ship was 
battered and knocked about, her ven- 
tilatora carricd away at the decks, 
her hold began to fill and soon the 
cases of naphtha began to give way 
under the stra, ond in a little 
while the freed naphtha was floating 
around on top of the water in” the 
hold. » Gas from the fluid accumu- 
lated steadily and by Christmas Day 
the Marpesia was a loaded bomb, 
needing only the slightestspark to 
blow the whole structure to atoms. 
How the epark reached the highly 
charged hold never will be known, 
but suddenly there camino a terrible. 
report, the forward deck shot up in- 
to the air with a crash and a roar 
and in a moment the entire ship was 
wrapped in flames. Those of the 
eighteen men on board who had not 
been caught in the firat burst threw 
themselves over the side of the flam- 
ing ship into the sca. ‘They were 
only seven. The Gallia came down 
to their aid,

HOTELS MAY KEEP OPEN. 
Nothing ie Act te Prevent Sule o feof, 
Drinke Election Day. 


Toronto; Jan. 12.—Eudo Saunilers, 
chief of the Ontario License Depart- 
ment, agrees with Jamex Haverson's 
contention In the Galt liquor case, 
that there is nothing in the act to 
prevent a hotel-kceper keeping his 
place of business open on municipal 
election day, provided he docs not 
nell liquor. This question is covered 
by section 58 of the Ontario - Liquor 
Act, which provides that a hotcl- 
keeper may not sell liquor on elec- 
tion day. 

Under section 170 of the Ontario 
Election Act, a penalfy of $100 or 
six months’ imprisonment is pro- 
vided for each offence, described as 
follows: 

“No spirituous or fermented ‘liquor 
or strong déink shall be sold or giv- 
en at any hotel, tavern, shop or oth- 
er. place within the limits of a poll- 
ing sub-division, during the ‘polling 
day therein, or any part thereof, un- 
der a penalty of $100 for every of- 
fence; and the offender shall be sub- 
ject ‘to imprisonment not exceeding 
xix months, at the discretion of. the 
court or judge, in default of pay- 
ment of such fine."’

tainly excels. This ia (he firat day, 
and here.is the list: Five wheels of 
fortune, ono bagutelle lottery, one 
stand ringing silver coins, six 
jewellery stands, one card drawing 
lottery for jewellery, 10 cents a 
draw, one quack doctor, aud nuim- 
crous other features, not of such 
an. objectionable uutlure. -

FRUIT MYSTERIES. 


The Banana Is Scediess, Though Ne- 
bedy Kaews Why. 

The banana is seedless, or nearly 80, 
and has been for centuries, though 
nobody knows why. It is propagated 
by suckers and possibly bad no seeds 
when f{t.was first found in its wild 
state. Thabinana fs a modified berry. 
Cutting the fruit through the middle 
you will sometimes see a few little 
brown spots, which are the rudimen- 
tary seeds. Occasionally the banana 
doca actually produce a few seeds, 

The pineapple is seediess, being prop- 
agated Ikewlse from suckers and from 
slips, The eggplant, which isa fruit; 
botanically speaking, is occasionally 
secdiess, This plant is able to pro- 
duce developed fruit whether the blos- 
som is fertilized or not, Horticultur- 
ists are endeavoring at the same tine 
to rid fruit plants of thorns. Some 
oranges and femons are very thorny— 
for example, the high priced King 
orange, which Is the best of the man- 
darins. The first trees were brought 
to the United States from Cochin Chi- 
na. In Florida ita tborniness has been 
reduced by selecting buds from the 
branches with tbe fewest thorna. 
Thorns are dvjectionable because they 
Puncture the oranges and “lemons 
when the branches are blown about 
by the wind. Efforts are being made 
to geterid of the thorns on raspberry 
and blackberry plants simply for con- 
venience in picking the frult. The 
thorns are meant by nature to protect 
the plant from animals. Cultivators 
select those plants which happen to 
be thornicss or nearly s0.

‘Just as every lord used to have 
his. own mint and his own gallows 
every legislative body must have 
their own courts, We have the 
Privy Council in England, and the 
Supreme Court at Ottawa, where the 
decisions of English judges on French 
Jaw are neatly balanced by the deci- 
sions of French judges on English 
Jaws. It is true there has been some 
legislative curtailment of our ap- 
peals, but there are still courts and 
appeals enough to satisly the most 
foolish. " b 

Yelame of the Law. 


“It is @ physical and mechanical 
impossibility for a lawyer to know 
all the law. Lord Mansfield said, 
‘God forbid I should Know all the 
law, but I know where to find the 
law.’ That was over a century ago. 
Lord Mansfield died in 1793, The 
Ontario lawyer woukt have to keep 
tratk’ of English’ decisions, United 
States decisions and decisions in 
Australia, in addition to those in 
the Dominion. Is {¢ strange that, 
through lack of physical endurance, 
he is sometimes Mable to err in his 
opinion? 

“In the midst of all this let us 
consider the result of party and 
Party costs. sTwo people in a Cana- 
dian town have a difference they are 
unable to arrange. Each has a local 
lawyer, @ innn of gravity when in his 
own town, who prepares his case 
thoroughly. About two days before 
trial one of tho litigants gets what 
is technically termed ‘cold {cet.’ He 
breaks into his lawyer's office and 
imparts a piece of news to him. He 
hap been told that if he is beaten ho 
will bave to pay the other fellow's 
costs, The lawyer names over two or 
three leading counsel, and he selects 
one of them. A few days later the 
other fellow hears about it and docs 
likewise. ‘The case comes to trial, 
and, o& you shrewdly suspect, one 
side loses, 

Weary Jackasses. 

“If the original amount were all 
that was in dispute,-tho chances are 
it would stay there. Dut the man 
who loses will be blowed if he will 
give the other fellow the satisfaction 
of paying his costs. It gocs right up 
to the Privy Council. With cach 
court the counsel become heavier and 
higher-priced. At length the two 
weary jackasses of litigants are drag- 
ging a wagon of costs heavier than 
the hay they were fighting ‘about. 

“If some competent statistician, 
not a lawyer, were’ to make out a 
list of tho cases that have gone to 
appeal, showing the amounts recov- 
ered a’ damages and the amounts ri 
covered as costs, this ancient in- 
stitution of party ‘and party costs 
would not survive a month.

TWO JUDGMENTS. 
Meesrq. Berater and Mills of the Ratlway 
Commission Differ, 


Ottawa, Jan. 12.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon the Railway Commission 
gave judgment in the Toronto Es- 
planade matter. There were two 
judgments. Mr. Bernicr takes one 
view, and Mr, Mills another. The 
Judgment of Mr, Bernier {s that the 
question of compensation should be 
left to the arbitrators, who are ap- 
pointed in cases of expropriation. In 
his opinion the Railway Board can- 
not decide the question of compensa- 
tion, because the Commissioners 
have not the evidence before them. 
It is the Board that authorizes the 
expropriation of lands. The whole 
point turns upon the Interpretation 
of section 139 of the Railway Act. 
This section provides that ‘‘the 
Board may in its discretion and up- 
on such: terms and conditions as tho 
Board deems expedient, authorize in 
writing the expropriation of | the 
whole or any portion of the lands 
applied for.” 

The point lics in ‘‘the terms and 
conditions,’’ in the opinion of Mr. 
Mills, who holds that the Commis- 
sioncrs can give compensation if 
they so desire. Mr. Bernier’s idea is 
that the words ‘‘terms and  condi- 
tions’’ are put in with the object 
to protect tho property which re 
mains unexpropriated. On the other 
hand, Mr. Mills holds that the Com- 
missioners have special power under 
the act, which entitles them to. in- 
struct the arbitrators to give com- 
pensation to the aggrieved  partics 
Trom the date at which the applica- 
tion was made for the Jand, some 
cight months ago. 

It has decided to grant the appli- 
cation for the expropriation of the 
Williams property, and has fixed up- 
on the 10th of February as the date 
at which the applicant company 
aust accept or reject the order.

COMMENTS HY CHANCELLOR 
BOYD. 


The judgment of Chancellor Ioyd 
efter hearing the evidence was a4 
follows: ‘ 

“The ‘Minnie M’ started at an 
curly hour on Sunday (rom the other 
side, und ifiter going a short distance 
through the locks, first taking on 
beer. whiskey and cigara — not as 
freight, bat os provisions to be con- 
suincd, an unusual thing—took on at 
Algonquin this cargo of men, twenty 
or more. These were chiefly rough 
laborers, and they stayed on board 
till Tuesday. 

They called in at Batchowana, and 
what occurred there throws light on 
what occurred afterwards. Mr. Du 
Vernet points put the singular trans- 
action. which I hope may never tbe 
repeated, of the returning offiecr bo 
m consulted as to whether thep 
men might go in and vote, an offer 
beinge made him of a suit of clothes. 
it all came to nothing, because the 
Conservative xcrutincer came into, 
the harbor. 

fhe destination was’ not Batehe- 
wana, but Alichipicotuu. They reach- 
ed there, and tho men went up in 
a weattered way to vote at Helbn 
Mine, and then came down and voted 
at Michipicutun. They wero kept free 
of chargé all thesc days, given their 
transportation on bent and rail, 
given meat, drink and cigars, beer 
and whiskey—becr, more than whis- 
key—during that time. They had a 
meal during the intorvals of voting 
at Helen*Minc and Gravel Beach. 

These inen had siips of paper given 
them, cach man labelled with a name 
appearing ‘on the voters’ list. Cole 
says the names were taken from tho 
list, and Vilmore says the same. The 
name which cach mun. had was evi- 
dently not his own, and they wore 
directed as to what they were to 
aay. Ad have no doubt they, did vote

HIS APOSTOLIC MAJESTY. 


Tlile of the Emperor of Austria as 
King of Hungary. 

The title of “apostolic majesty” Is 
borne by the emperor of Austria as 
king of Hungary. 

Hungary was ruled by dukes from 
its conquest by the Magyars to the 
year 1000, the regal title being assumed 
first by Valk, whose education had 
been intrusted by his father, Geyza, 
who had married a Christian princess, 
to Adalbert, bishop of Prague. On suc- 
eceding his father Valk embraced and 
established Christianity, applied for 
and received from Pope Sylvester If, 
the title of “apostolic king,” was 
crowned as Stephen I, and afterward 
known.as St. Stephen. 

The title was renewed by Clément 
XHL in 1758 and, though abolished In 
1818, was reassumed as “apostolic maj- 
esty” in 1851 and restricted in 1863 to 
the Austrian emperor in his character 
as king of Hungary. The privilege of 
being preceded ‘by a cross bearer was 
granted with the original title.—lon-

Their value is 
that they*constitute an advance In 
the direction of the purpose so ar- 
dently desired—of the reign of unl- 
versal peace and good will. 

“‘No discrimination has been made

Against Election Canvassing. 


Hugh Guthrie has given notice of 
4n important amendment to the Do- 
tminion Election Act. His bill 
to prevent employers influencing om- 
ployes in elections. The act already 
provides for the punishment of eni- 
ployers who use threats or intimida- 
tion.

Damage Dene te Reyal Victeria Hospital’ 
Meatreal, By Fire. 

Montreal, Jan. 10.—Lord Strath- 
cona has cabled to the authoritics of 
the Noyal Victoria Hospital that he 
will bear the cost of rebuilding the 
burned portion of the hospital. 

Montreal+was alarmed at an early 
hour Saturday “morning by the re- 
port that the Royal Victoria Hospi- 
tal was on fire. 

It is unfortunately true that a por- 
tion of the grand collection of , build- 
ings suffered to the extent of several 
thousands of dollars, and there was 
much excitement among the patients; 
but, thanks to tho admirable’ me- 
thods adopted in building the centre 
and east and west wings, there was 
at no time any danger whatever of 
the fire reaching the patients. Those 
who are in a position to know say 
that they think that $50,000 will 
cover the loss. Not a patient was 
hurt or oven disturbed, with one ex- 
ception, and forms the greatest cause 
for rejoicing. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital has 
been occupied about 12 years. It was 
founded by Lord Strathcona and 
Lord Mount Stephen, who gave half 
a infllion dollars each towards its 
establishment.

Headquarters of the Third Japan- 
ese Army at Port Arthur, Jan. 14, 
via Tientsin, Jan. 17.—The victori- 
ous Japanese army yesterday form- 
ally entered Port Arthur. Gen. Nozi 
with his staff entered first through 
the old town and took his staff in 
the public square of the town, 

‘The army was represented by one 
regiment from each brigade. The pro- 
cession, which was five miles long, 
was three hours passing the saluting 
base. after which the troops  passcd 
out of the city through the- new 
town.

fortress had been givea away, threw 
their rifles and ammunition into the 
harbor and proceeded to break — inta 
warchouses and loot and drink until 
in.a helpless concAtion. 

Surrender Net Necessary. ? 


It was evident that the surrender 
Was not necessary, as there were 3},- 
000 effective men in the fortress. Tho 
supply of ammunjtion was short, but 
it was not exh ated. Food was 
scarce, but private stores were not 
requisitioned by the military. Thare 
is no difficulty in getting good meals 
in the city even now, from the stores 
in private possession A portion of 
the fortress was capable of defenco 
for months longer, It was the opin- 
fon of non-combatants at Port Ar- 
thur that the surrender was unneces- 
sary, as the troops were willing and 
able to fight to the bitter end. Gen. 
Stoessel was much blamed for’ what 
was characterized as a ‘disgraceful 
conclusion of a splendid defence, 
which ended with the death of Ma- 
jor-Gen. Kondrachenko, who was lov- 
ed by the soldiers and was'-the life 
of,the defence. _

At, 4 p.m., Jan. £2, a Russian de- 
tachment reached Yinkow, Our artil- 
lery cannonaded the station, set fire 
to the stores and/stormed the  sta- 
tlon. The Japa: opened fire with 
rife and machine guns, and our men 
sought shelter injditches and again 
attacked, until t reached the rail- 
road line,’ when a strong force of 
Japanese cavairy ‘appeared, advanc- 
ing from Tashikiow. Our forces, be- 
ing. inferior, retired, carrying away 
nearly all the killed and wounsed. 
The stores at Yinkow were ablaze 
the wholo night.’’

Construction of War Vessels Delayed 
by Labor Movement. 





About 60,000 Men Out in St. Petersburg and the Movement is 
Spreading—Socialists Endeavoring to Convert the Strike 
Into a Yast Political Vemonstration—At Present

Crisis This- May Have Serious Results 





St. Petersburg, Jan. 19.—Early 
yesterday morning the employes of 
the Neva shipbullding works decided 
to support the strikers of the Puti- 
loft and Franco-ltussian (formerly tho 
Baird) works.. Subsequently 12,000 
of the men of. the Neva works in- 
formed thcir managers that they had 
fone out on a general strike. 

Suspeasion of Shipbulldieg. 


The strike at the Neva works ip- 
volves the suspension of the construc- 
tion of submarine boats of the pro- 
jector type, which was being carried 
out under the supervision of an Am- 
erican engineer, and also the work on 
two ocean-going vessels, similar to 
those of the volunteer ficet, and sev- 
eral gunboats and torpedo boats, be- 
sides the preparation of war mater- 
fal urgently required for naval and 
inilitary purposes. . The completion 
of the gunboats and torpedo boats 
had been ordered within two months, 

Large forces of military and police 
have been sent to the works. 

Ser:out Im I'resent Crisis. 

‘The strike situatfon is grave. Last 
night there were 68,000 men out and 
the movement is spreading to the 
big cotton mills, which employ over 
50,000 operatives. Mectings have 
been called for to-day, at which the 
Socialistic Democratic leaders will 
endcavor to convert the strike into 
a vast political demonstration, which 
at the present crisis, might have 
serjous developments.

An Armed Camp.

Russian Workers ‘Petilion te the Czar ia 
Presest Crisis, 


The following is the text of tho 
strikers’ petition to the Emperor: 

“Sire.—We, workmen, inhabitants 
of St. Peteraburg of all classes, our 
wivea and children and indigent par- 
ents, come to you our sovereign, as 
king ‘for protection. We are poor, 
persccuted, burdened by labor beyond 
our strength. We are insulted, treat- 
ed not as men, but as slaves, who 
ought to bear their cruel fate in sil- 
ence. We have suflered,-but we are 
being plunged deeper in the mire and

or transport. Kindness and goud 
feeling have been treated as a crime 
The bureaugracy has brought the 
country to the verge of ruin in a 
shameful way. It is luring it to its 
downfall. We have no voice in the 
heavy burdens imposed; we do not 
know for whoin or why this moncy is 
wrung from an impoverished people, 
and we do not know how it is ex- 
pended. Thia state of things is con- 
tfary to divine laws, renders life im- 
possible. It were better that we 
should all perish, we workers and all 
Russin. Then good luck to capital- 
ists and exploftera and poor, cor- 
rupt officials, robbers’ of the Russian 
people. 

“‘Assembled before the palace, we 
piead our salvation. Refuse not thine 
aid and raise thy people from. their 
tomb. Give them means of working 
out their own destiny. Rescue them 
from intolerable official domination. 
Throw down the wall that separates; 
free thy people; order that they may 
rule the country with thoe. Create 
for the people the happiness wrench- 
ed from us, leaving us nothing but 
sorrow and humillation. 

“We pray your Majesty graciously 
to receive our demands, which are in- 
upired by a desire for your Majesty's 
and our. welfare, and the conscious- 
ness of necessity of escape from an 
intolerable situation. Russia is too

Ottawa, Jan..91.—The fact that 


the Premiers of Canada and Ontario 


political gatherings ever held here.

Sir Wilfrid said that as a 
citizen of Ottawa he was an elector 
of Ontario. As such he had certain 
duties to perform, and in the. per- 
formance of thern he was there to 
gay a good word for G. W. Koss,, 
who he said “‘had not been carried 
away from his moorings by the 
campaign of mud-slinging.”’ Since 
Confederation, Sir Wilfrid said, the 
Conservatives have always the same 
kind of cathpaign, villification and 
abuse of Liberal leaders while in the 
active arena and culogization after 
death. Mr. Ross, he said, was get- 
ting the same treatment now, but ho 


hoped the people of Ontario would 
pay no more attention to the cry 


this time than they had in the past. 
_ Delleves Him Honest. 


Io believed ‘Mr. Ross was an hon- 
tst man, and that it was not his 
fault that there had been ballot ir- 
regularities, but now that such have 
been brought to light it was his duty 
to. reform them. In conclusion, Sir 
Wilfrid said he had read the press 
on both sides of politics, and had 
seon nothing to cause Liberals to 
transfer their allegiance. He would, 
he said, stand by his old” friend, 
Ifon. G. W. Ross, and would “give 
him his vote on Jan. 25, * 

Hon. George W. Ross was also giv- 
en a great reception when he rose to 
speak. He dealt lightly with the 
charges of corruption, did not \ even 
mention Gatmney, and made the = plea 
that while the Liberals admitted 
there had been improper practices 
the other side wag as bad or worse, 
He detied the Conservative to point 
to any act of mal-administration. or 





any corruption directly traceable to 
the Government, and repeated the 
charge tht_ihe Conservatives are 


devoid of a paliey. 
Coalition Not Autherised. 

Heferring to the overtures for coa- 
lition made to J. B, Whitney by 
Hon. J. M. Gibson, the Premier said 
that while a ctisis may arise when 
men should put aside their political 
leanings and unite to save the State, 
the overtures to Mr. Whitney were 
wholly unauthorized. Mr. Gibsen, he 
said, had been one of a number, of 
Liberals who considered coalition ad- 
Yisable and discussed the matttr 
with Mr. Whitney without any au- 
thority from the Premier or any 
obligation on bis part to abide by 
anything that might have been pro- 
posal. ‘Forgive us our iniquity,” 
he said in conclusion, ‘*but don’t for- 
get in the hurdy-gurdy ery of  cor- 
ruption that no man’s castle has 
been attacked, no religion assailed, 
but that everywhere there was but 
one object, one motto, to build up 
Ontario.”" 

Huber Claime the Seat. 

Berjin, Jan, 21.—There was consid- 
erable excite yesterday, causcd 
by the report that the nomination 
proceedings on Wednesday Were irre 
gular, and that according to the 
Election Act the independent eandi- 
date was elected by acclamation. It 
ix claimed by the independent candi- 
date, Allen Huber, that according to 
the act the returning officer should 
have allowed only one hour for re- 
ceiving nominations, whereas he al- 
lowed three hours, from 1L a.m. to 
2 opam., that there were no normina- 
tions handed in to the returning of- 
ficer within the first hour afte® his 
nomination, thas electing him by ac- 
clamation, and that his nomination 
was in at 11.02, The facts of the 
matter are. these: The returning otli- 
cer allowed three hours” tor noiml- 
nations, between J1 a.m, and 2 p.m. 
According to the time taken by Reu- 
ben Weber, the returning officer's 
clerk, he received Mr. Huber’s nomi- 
nation paper at 11,20) Mr. Moore's 
at 11,55 and Dr. Lackner’s at 12.15, 
all of which were within the hour af-

Therefore advquate 
study of ancient ‘and modern forms 
was, urged, Clorgy aud. organists 
wert recommended to wolcome ‘de- 
sires of the Jaity for a larger share 
in the musical services—to chant ths 
canticles instead of singing them {to 
a wervicc—and to chant the Psilms 
and canticics antiphonaily by people 
as well as’ choir,—and to sceure dio- 
cesan musi¢al advisers. The practice 
of stifling organs in ohdmbers was 
condemned, as well as the laxity, of 
musical training of clerical students 
in colleges, and the absencs of music 
at the (Holy Eucharist.

PAY OF MOUNTED POLICE, 


General lacrease Discussed By the Meuse 
of Commons.

‘Vhere was oa very dramatic scene at 
the Narva Gute when Father Gopon 
in golden vestments and bearing 
aloft an ikon and flanked by two 
clergymen carrying religious banners 
approached at the head of a proces- 
sion of 8,000 workmen, 

Troops were drawn up acrosa the 
vntrance. Soveral tines an officer 
called upon the procession to atop, 
but Father Gopon did not falter. 
Then an order was given to fire with 
blank cartridge. Two volleys rang 
out, but the line still did not waver. 

Then, with seeming reluctance, an 
oMicer gave the command to load 
with ball, and the next volley was 
followed by shricks and crica of tho 
wounded. As the Cossacks followed 
up the voliey with a charge, the 
workmen fled before them, leaving 
about 100 dead or Wounded. It was 
ovident that the soldiers deliberately 
spared Father Gopon.

Ressinas Lately Have Been Heavily

_ Tokio, Jan. 23.—In well informed 
quarters here it is said that the 
Russian army at Mukden was recent- 
ly reinforced by four divisions. Its 
present strength is estimated at nine 
army corps, or 300,000 men of all 
arms. 


Gen. Kuropatkin’s headquarters 
are at Fong Mountain, in close 
touch with the Mukden Fushun line. 
The Russians Iately have been heav- 
ily strengthening their wings. At 
present two and a half divisions are 
facing Gen. Oku, two corps are be- 
fore Gen. Nodzu and the greater 
strength of three corps confronts 
Gen. Kuroki and guards the coal 
minea in the vicinity of the Fushun 
Valley. 

Between the opposing armies is a 
network of trenches. Gen. Kuroki’s 
outposts are within 500 yards of the 
Russians entrenched along the line 
of ridges near Kwantalien Mountain. 
Cannonading and rifle firing are con- 
stantly taking place, but -owing to 
the intense cold there keems to be no 
jae Ukelihood of a great bat- 
tle. 

Retegees Prem Pert Arthur. 

Che Foo, Jan. 23.—Twenty-seven 
men and women, comprising the first 
party of refugees from-Port Arthur, 
arrived here in a junk yesterday. 
They stated that 22 other junks, 
bearing over 500 non-combatants, 
were also coming. Severanl launches 
immediately left, with the idca of as- 
sisting the junks in reaching Che 
Foo. 

Strike’s h.fect On War. 

St. Petersburg, Jan, 23.—A_ imem- 
ber of the Emperor’s household — is 
quoted as saying yesterday that this 
conflict with the masses will enfl the 
war with Japan, and that Russia 
will have a constitution or Emperor 
Nicholas will lose his head. 


KILLED BY A TREN. 


Man sed Team That Waadered Os the 
Tenck, Dead. 


Owen Sound, Jan. 24.—George 
Fisher of Flesherton was instantly 
killed Saturday night a mile south 
of Markdale by the upbound ©.P.R. 
express. Fisher had apparently been 
driving a team along the track, as 
the accident took place some dis- 
tance from a crossing. The train 
was not running at a high speed, 
but before it could be brought to a 
standstill the unfortunate man. was 
overtaken. He was tossed about 50 
feet and was instantly killed, his 
head being crushed beyond recogni- 
tion. Both horses were killed. Pa- 
pers found if the lMan’s pockets 
served to identify him. The body was 
placed on board the train and con- 
veyed to Markdale. 

Fatal Accidest te Farmer. 


Alliston, Jan. 23.—William: McGirr, 
a young farmer, living close to the 
town, was eggaged in cutting feed in 
the loft over the stable, when the 
chain which ran the carriers broke, 
hitting him on the head, inflicting a 
deep scalp wound about five inches 
long and knocking him down through 
a trap-hole 10 fect to the floor be- 
low. Dr. McCullough had to put 25 
stitches inghis head. There is sot 
much hope for his recovery.

fight wearing his ordinary shepherd 
dress, King Saul said: “‘I will let 
hin go forth and fight in my armor. 
My helmet shall protest his forehead. 
My coat of mail shall cover his chest. 
Aly sword, keen as a Damascus blade, 
with its jeweled hilt, shall be in hie 
hand. Come, armor bearer, place my 
armor upon the champion.”’

What is your talent for Christ? 
You think you have not any? You 
say: ‘‘I cannot write or sing or play 
or preach or inake money I am use- 
less. I have not even one talent, let 
alone ten."’ Oh, yes, you have; you 
have a very great talent. But you 
can develop that taleng even more 
than you can imagine. Your talent, 
as far as I can make out, fs to Live 
in the background of Jife and en- 
courage other people to. do their 
work, It is very ensy for you to say 
pleasant things. Keep on saying 
them. Keep on your inspiring  mis- 
sion. Let the elder in the. prayer 
meeting know how much his prayer 
has comforted you. Let your minis- 
ter know how much his sermons 
help you. The tired mother wants 
you to tell her how fincly her boys 
and girls are doing. The clerks want 
you to cncourage them in their work 
God knows how .much you are need- 
ed everywhere, just to keep on speak- 
ing words of good cheer. 

1 would eneourage every man, wo- 
man and child to develop for Christ 
the one especial God given talent 
which has been bestowed on cach one 
of us to work in God's service. If 
it is to preach, then Ict-us preach. 
If it is to teach, then let us teach. 
If it Is to pray, then let us pray by 
the sick beds, If it is to give money 
in his name, then let us give of our 
wealth. The great trouble with the 
world is that most of us are afraid 
to do our best in the time God has 
given us to do our work. We are 
afraid to use our slings lest David's 
brothers might laugh at us and ri- 
dicule us.

D. Ross, one of the candidates, 
made a trenchant arraignment of the 
Roxs Government, and justitied — his 
own departure from the position - of 
an independent critic to that of an 
opponent of the Ross) Government. 
In the last twenty years, he said, 
both partics had made overtures to 
him and he could have had political 
favors from either. “It was not-for 
party favors or hunger for ollice,”” 
said Mr. Ross. ‘but, thank God,- it 
was for British dlood that will not 
tolerate polilical corruption — and 
chicanery from any St of political 
bosses."’ ‘The Governtnent. deserved to 
be ousted for any one of five reasons:

TWO CENT RATE IN. CANADA, 
Ottawa and New York Rallway Makes 
the Nevel Ansouncemest. 


Ottawa, Jan. 24.—The two-cent 
railway fare has been introduced in- 
to Canada.

Russian Revolt 
Grows Fast. 





Moscow Workmen Strike and Old 
City is Greatly Excited. 


Laborers in Other Large Cities Prepare to ‘Suspend Work and 
_ Swell the Tide of Unrest—Czar to Issue Manifesto Giv- 
ing a First Concession to the Representative Prin- 
ciple—No People Slain Since Sunday. 





St. Petersburg, Jan. 24.—The most ¢ 
startiing feature in the situation is 
the news that several factories in 
Moscow have closed and that the 
workmen in the old capital of Rus- 
sla are repeating the tactics of their 
fellow workmen of the new capital, 
marching from shop to shop and 
mill to mill, demanding that the es- 


tablishments be shut down. The 
whole city is reported to be in a 
state of great excitement over the 


news of the bloodshed here Sunday, 
which has precipitated immediately 
the strike that had been planned for 
Wednesday. Moscow has more work- 
men and less troops than St. Peters- 
burg, and, besides, is Just now the 
heart of the liberal movement, and 
the danger of bloodicr occurrences 
than have been witnessed here in 
proportionately greater. A rising at 
Moscow also ix more likely to have 
gecater results industriously ond po- 
litically than in St. Petersburg. 


Other Citles Restlees. 


According to private reports the 
Workmen in several dther big cities, 
notably Kharkoff, where large loco- 
motive works are located, already 
have completed plans for a general 
suspension of work. Moftover, re 
ports are current that the workmen 
who otherwise would soon be forced 
back into the shops or starve, have 
received assistance and assurances 
of nancial support from the sources 
which have hitherto furnished the si- 
news of.war to the liberal and revo-

The British legal assessor at the 
Taternationa!

TWO NEW PROVINCES. 


———s 

It is intimated: that the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, and the delegates 
from the Northwest have agreed that 
there shall bo~ two mew provinces, 
divided by a north ‘and south line. 
‘A atrong opinion was recently given 
by a western judge in favor of an 
esst and weat boundary, making ons 
province of Southern Assiniboia and 
Southern Alberta, and anotber ono or 
two of Saskatchewan, Athabaska and 
the northern ends of the districts 
mentioned. This writer considered 
that the southern province would be 
a wheat growing and ranching coun- 
try, and the northern adapted to 
mixed farming. It appeared to him 
desirable that community of interest 
and occupation should be the basis 
of organization. We should rather, 
saya the St. John, N.B., San, say that 
a diversity of interest and occupa. 
tion is an advantage, and that a 
division which will glvo a variety of 
communities and industrics to each 
province would be more logical. 

The traveller passing {rom the At- 
lantic to the Pacific now foes 
through all the provinces of Canada, 
except, perbaps, Prince Edward Is- 
land. This pill still be true if the 
Northwest ia divided into an ecastera 
and a western province. Each will 
have a boundary in the Arctic circle, 
and by a little adjustment each may 
touch Hudson Bay. oth will have 
the United States for the southera 
boundary. The division line running 
north and south will give each pro- 
vineo an expanse of open prairic, 
while in the north there will be tim- 
ter in both provinces. Moreover, they 
will start out with more equal popu- 
lation than if one were north of the 
other, and there will be a better di- 
vision of ungrapted lands. 

As yet it is not suggested where 
the dividing line shall be, but the 
distance between the western boun- 
dary of Manitoba and the castern 
limit of British Columbia is a little 
over fourteen degrees, Of as near as 
may be one thousand miles. If this 
apace is cut fairly in two, the line of 
‘separation would fali about longi- 
* tude 108, or in the neighborhood of 
, Swift Current on the Canadian Paci- 
i fic, and Battleford in Saskatchewan.

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SITUATION IN RUSSIA 


It is a long step from’ ‘Tiot to re- 
volution. But what occurred in St. 


be called a@ riot. It was, ratber, a 
massacre. The figures of the Russian 
police make a total of 2,100 people 
killed and 3,900 woundod. Unol ficial 
estimates gito a still Jarger number. 
Women and ebildren, as well as msn, 
wero shot down by the infantry and 
cut down pitileasly by the Cossacks. 
One must goback to the Middle Ages 
to find a parallel for such an inci- 
dent. 

Among the troops there appear to 
havo been few casualties. One luck- 
less general was caught by the mob 
and beaten to death. Earlier in the 
day some officers had their swords 
taken from them and brdken. This 
mild treatment shows that the mob 
at that time was not bloodthirsty. 
Tho claim of its leadera was that the 
purposo of the demonstration was 
merely to present a petition to the 
Czar. They wished to impress upon 
him that tho demand for reforin in 
the government wan widespread. Evi- 

dently they counted on thei: own 
Lelplessness to save them from any 
serious maltreatment by the soldicry.

But if the’ people were not blood- 
thirsty, the autocracy wus. Tyranny 
is always cowardly, The rulera of Rus- 
sia know bat one way to suppress a 
popular tumult. They put that one 
incthod in practice on Sunday. There 
were 60,000 troops in tho capital. The 
fact that, with such heavy demands 
for reinforcements in the Eust, so, 
large a numbor. could still be retain- 
ed in the capital betrays the cxtent 
to which the Russian autocracy fears 
the people. Every gate leading to the 
royal palaces wan guarded. Every 
preparation was made to teach the 
peoplo what some cynical officials call 
a “lesson.” Instead of secking to 
avoid bloodshed, th» authorities ap. 
parently courted it, 

There will be muny who will aco in 
this terrible affair the beginning of 
am upboaval aimilar fo the French 
Revolution. Tho conditions among the 
Russian people aro probably even 
worse than thoy were among tho 
French before 1789. But the French 
Revolution owed its success to the 
fact tbat the soldiors went over to 
the side of tho people. Recent events 
show little likelihood of such a thing 
becurving in Russia. It is sald one 
regiment refused to fire Upon the 
peoplo. But in the main the Czar’s 
guards proved loyal. The awlul cusu- 
ally list shows with Low little com. 
punction their soldicrs obeyed the or- 
ders to shoot down their brethren. So 
long as tho Czar fins such troups to 
support him, he cay be in no danger 
from a popular uprising. The contin- 
ued assembling of mobs will mean 
only more slaughter. 

What has happened is that the 
faith of the people in the justice and 
mercy of the Czar has been destroyed 
Henzeforth the Russian monarchy wil) 
rest on force and nothing elxe. Whe- 
ther such a situation can be main- 
tained permanently, no one cin say. 
A similar one has been maintainc! 
for several centuries in 9 great part 
of the Turkish empire and in Poland, 
not to mention Icaser examples. On 
the other band, it may happen that 
if the demonstrations continue, the 
soldiers “will weaken, especially in 
other’ cities. It can hardly be believed 
that the Czar bas everywhere such 
troops aa those in St. Petersburg. It 
is probable, however, that there will 
be little more trouble in the capital, 
at least. 

In other portions of the Great Em- 
pire other unfortunates may assemble 
and be taught ths same “lesson” that 
was given in St. Petersburg. It is 
to be hoped that, sooner or later, 
Iussian autocracy may be overtaken 
by Nemesis, but dhat its em! is in 
sight, no one can say.

The Militia Estimates,

Antiquity of the Acrostic. 

The acrostic certainly dates back to 
about 250 B.C, when the names of 
the plays in the arguments of the 
“Comedies” of Plautus were indicated 
by this Ingenlous device. 

Cicero, abbut a hundred years hater, 
fn his treatise “De Divinatione,” siya: 
“The verses of the sibyls are disthn- 
guished by an arrangement which the 
Greeks call ncrostic. From the first 
letters of each verse in order are forin- 
ed words which express some particn- 
lar meaning, as in the case of some 
lines of Ennlus, the initial letters of 
whict) make ‘this Ennlua wrote’ ” 

A similar device was employed in 
some of the Hebrew psalins, notably in 
the One Hunured and Nineteenth, 
where cach verse begins with the Ict- 
ter which stands at the title of its 
separate part throughout the twenty; 
two divisions of the psalm.

own to frock-coats, and was parti- 
cularly successful a {ow seasons since

-had a chain fastening to keep it 
closed. 


Portant frock-coat changes fog, quite 
a long time now, and it may interest 
some people to know that until just 
fecently he was wearing occasionally 
@ garment that he had mady for him 
about the time of the Coronation. 
This fact alone, be went on, will 
@icve ta show the absurdity of the 
idea that is entertained by some pco- 
ple that His Majesty only weara a 
suit two or three times and then dis- 
cards it. As a matter of fact, all 
things considered, the King may be 
regarded as distinctly economical in 
respect to his tailoring. At the pre- 
sent time he probably posecsscs abous 
two-hundred suits of one sort and 
another, and about half the numiar 
of hats and caps. 

In the ordinary course about thirty 
of these suits are taken off the active 
list in the course of each year, wheo 
they become the perquisites of his 
two assistant valets untess the King 
haa previously signiiied, as he so:mne- 
times docs, that they are to be be- 
stowed upon some humble dependent 
who would be glad of them not mere- 
ly because they were morn by 
the monarch of Englgnd. These 
thirty suite would be replaced by 
thirty others, and it is probablo 
that, what with extra overcoats and 
other matters, the King’s tailoc’s 
bill amounts in the course of a year 
to between £400 ard £500, 

Whenever His Majesty is in need of 
@ new suit, patterns of material are 
sent to him, he makes his choice, and 
the preliminaries of cutting and 
stitching are effected from the stanj- 
ard measurements. ‘Then the suite is 
usually tried on by appointinent in 
His Majesty's dressing-room at 
eleven in the morning. ‘The King is 
extraorfinarily quick to notice any 
imperfection or irregularity in the 
manner in which the tailor bos car- 
ried out his special instructions. 

On one occasion a pair .of trouscrs 
was accidentally made up froin a 
material which was not exactly in ac- 
cordance with the pattern which the 
King had chosen, though it resem- 
died it very closely, The King notic- 
ed the difference at once. 

His Majesty is by no means con- 
ventional in his sartorial ideas, If 
an idea strikes him for an improve- 
ment in clothes he does not care 
where or under what circumstances he 
sees it. For example, the tailor who 
has probably made more garments 
for the King than any other became 
introduced to His Majesty’s custom 
in a curious manner. 

One night, many years ago, he was 
at the theatre watching the famous 
French player, Fechter, appearing ip 
“Robert Macaire."" The actor had 
to appear in cloth¢ which were sup- 
posed to be torn af 4 patched beyond 
recognition, but the King, or the 
Prince of Wales as he then was, 
noticed at once that all the same the 
garment was splendidly cut, and was, 
indeed, in its way quite a triumph of 
tailoring. Consequently, when the 
curtain ‘lescended he sent for Fechtes 
and asked bim who his tailor wi . 
The actor mentioned the name of 
one in London, and he wes immedi- 
ately given a royal order, with many 
scorcs more to follow. 

Again, all unsuspected, the King is 
often on the look-out for patterns of 
cloth which are particularly to his 
fancy, and he finds them in odd 
places, On the occasion of the Brac- 
mar gathering two years ago he saw 
some brown tweed which pkeased him 
very much, and from which he in- 


stantly decided to have a suit made.. 


But he did not merely buy a suit 
length; he bought up the whole bale 
was 
none left. 

He did this for two reason. In the

From 
stage presentations, from deacriptions 
in books or from popular reports, 
which gere always derogatory to the 
Jewish character, the poet derived his 
knowledge of the Jew.—Menorah.

The greatest error of Cromwell's life 
Was the execution of the king. Not 
that In this he showed himself o man 
of blood. There was In him not. a 
particle of the terrorist or of the pas- 
sion for regiclde which slew the help- 
“tess king of France... He had been pro- 
voked no doubt by Charles’ double deal- 
ing, but he did not bate him; on the 
contrary, he was inclined to him and 
had wished to come to terms with him. 
Himself brimming ‘with family affec- 
tion, he had been touched by the sight 
of Charles with bis children. He was 
impelled to the fatal act by what scem- 
ed to hinf fell necessity and by the un-

WAIFS IN AUSTRALIA. _ 


and Has No Orphanace. 

Australia is a continent without an 
orphanage, a country without an or- 
phan. Each waif is taken-to a recely- 
iuy house where it {s cared for till a 
country home is found. The local vol- 
unteer societies canvass their nelgh- 
borhoods and send tg the children’s 
committee of the destitute board the 
names of any famllies_they have 
found where chikiren may be placed. 
The children's comuittee selects the 
home which it judges is best adapted 
to the development of the child in 
question, 4 

No child: is placed {n a family so 
poor that the child might suffer. The 
foster parent receives u sum averaging 
$1.25 per week for the care of the 
ebild and for proper clothing. When of 
schoo! age the child must be sent to 
school. The local yoluntcer committee 
looks after-its care and culture, and 
zealous neighbors often assist iu watch- 
ing the growth and education of these 
happy children. 

When the child is fourteen years old 
he begins to work. Ils earnings are 
placed in the Postal Savings bank, and 
at the age of seventeen or eighteen he 
goca out Into the world an independent 
man.

PAYING IN CENTS. 


Creditora May Refuse Large Sume of 
Small Change. 

Oninarily when a debtor appears be- 
fore x long time creditor there Is no 
questioning of the United States coln 
fn which the debt is to be pald, but 
the wide possibilities possessed by an 
arbitrary creditor in stipulating just 
what coins and in what amounts he 
will receive payment are enough al- 
most to discourage borrowing. 

You can't force 2 mean creditor to 
take more than 25 cents’ worth of nick- 
ela or 25 cents’ worth of copper cents. 
If you could get as much ax $5 worth 
of old ailver three cent pleces of an- 
other generation you could unload $5 
worth on bim, Just as he would have to 
take*$5 worth of the silver five cent 
pieces and £5 worth of the obsolete 
twenty cent pieces, which made so 
much trouble in the late seventies. But 
you can pay out $10 in silver dimes 
and silver quarters and silver half dol- 
lars. The trade dollars, of which there 
are a few still coming Into the treasury 
of the United States for redemption, 
are worth nothing, while the standard 
dollar is an unlimited legal tender, ax 
{s the old “dollar of our dads,” the first 
of which was coined in 1704 and the 
last in 1873. 

Coins that virtually have disappear- 
ed from circulation are gold three dol- 
lar and one dollar pleces, the trade dol- 
lar of silver, the nickel three cent 
plece, the copper two cent plece, the 
copper half cent and silver three and 
five cent picces.

it.” “A tacit assumption,” with no ra- 
tional basis for the assumption, would 
be no verification; it would be & guess, 
The truth that matter and force are in. 
‘destructible reats upon a better ground 
than an assumption. It is the inevitn- 
bie corollary of Newton's ‘Third Law 
of Motion, which is accepted as the 
fundamentul uxlom of physics, “To 
erery action there is au equal and op- 
posite reaction.” If there could be a 
single case in which matter and force 
are annibilated, then Newton's axiom 
would be untrue, for In that case re- 
action would fall to follow action, The 
turning of something Into nothing by 
the destruction of matter or force 
would break the succeasion of cause 
and effect, of action and reaction, and 
consequently the theories of the inde 
structibility. of matter and of force 
have thelr roots In Newton's axiom, In 
the great law of consequences, of 
equivalence, of compensation, of bal- 
ance.—From “Balance: The Funda- 
mental Verity,” by Orlando J. Smith.

THE WORD “NICKNAME.” ° 


1¢ Had Ite Origin In the Old Fagtish 
Word “Eke.” 

The word nickname bas Its basis in 
the old English “eke,” an addition or 
prolongation, as used in “The Mer- 
chant of Venice,” “'Tis to piece the 
time to eke it and to draw it out at 
length.” Beekeepers still call q twood- 
en cylinder added to a hive to increnxe 
its capacity an “eke,” and we speak 
of eking out an Income. 

A nickname, therefore, is an eke 
name, or one added, which gained ita 
present form through the transfer of 
the “n” of the indefinite article used 
with it from fts proper place to the 
front of the noun. Thus “an ekename” 
became first a “a nckename” and then 
“a nickname.” 

There are some similar casea th Eng 
Ush of which the word “newt" ia an 
example, having been originally “an 
ewt.” Sometimes the “n” has left the 
word and become attached to the art!- 
cle, as in opron, which was in olden 
times a “nujron,” while “a nauger™ 
has come down to us as “an auger.”

Terrorists Slate the “Little Father Yor

London, Jan. 23.—The most start-. 
ling and itnpressive dev@opment 
far in the Russian situatéon is ‘the 
announcement that the Hoyevaya, 
the extensive branch of the Terror- 
ists, has placed the Czar on the 
list of those condemped to death. 

Notwithstanding contrary (reports, 
this is the first time the present E 
peror of Russia has been,condemned 
hy this organization, which has the 
grucsome reputation of never hav- 
ing failed to compass the death of a 
inan against whoin its edict has bewn 
issued. 

Its. most recent victim “as Von 
Plehve, After the destruction of this 
Minister the Fighting League, which 
is its English name, informed the 
Czar that he was not menaced by 
the body. 

‘ Czar Regularly Tried. 

The league, though not accepting 
the Czar as the “Little Father’ in 
the sense that he was the object of 
the idolatry of the Russian peasaitts, 
considered that he was net such an 
enemy to humanity as were the Min- 
isters and grand dukes -who  sur- 
rounded him. But when he permitted 






-his people, coming tu him with child- 


like faith that he would protect and 
relieve them, to be shot down by 
thousands by his soldiers, his status: 
changed. 


He was regularly tried, in accord- 





ance§with the procedure of the mys- 
teria body, and the vote being 
againg him, he was formally con- 
demne$ to death. It is even stated 


that the agent is already selected 
who is to carry out the verdict of 
the court of terror. .. 

The Fighting League consists of a 
hundred men, reputed to be the pick 
of the extremists of Russia. Every 
apostle of violence among the Ius- 
sian radicals cherishes an ambition 
to be chosen one of this committee.

PRUGRESS UF THE CAMPAIGN 


Instead of confirmation of: Satur- 
day night's report tbat General 
Kuropatkin had broken through the 
Japanese left there came Licutenant- 
General Sakharoff's official admission 
that the Russians bad been compell- 
ed to retire fram Sandcyas on account 
of their inability to carry a redoubt. 
It is also significant that despatches 
from Russlan correspondents ut the 
front have again suddealy  ccased, 
which is regarded as an indication of 
the failure of the operation. 

Apparcotly the Russians met with 
a temporary sueeess and occupied 
Sandepas, but the upproach of a 
strong force of Japanese drove them 
from the positions they held. The 
fizhting Jasted Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, und a Russian account 
states that the latter lost 45 offloers 
and 1,000 men, whilo adviocs from the 
Yapanese headquarters of the Man- 
churlan army state Chat the Japan- 
ese captured 500 officers and men, 
The fighting on both sides was se 
were, and while details of the losses 
hare not been forwarded they vill 
undoubtedly be heavy. 

Tho object of General Kuropatkin's 
offensive movement was probably to 
break through Marshal Oyama's loft 
wing and threaten Japaneses com- 
munications with Yinkow. The more- 
ment, however, has evidently failed. 
General Kuropatkin has with him 
something short of 300,000 troops and 
over 1,100 guns, The bulk of the 
troops engaged in this last ‘fighting 
was principally Siberian and part of 
the ‘first European army. It is be- 
lieved that eight corps took part in 
the fighting, which occurred near 
Arefangtal, nbout forty miles south- 
west of Mukden.—The Globe.

A VARIETY OF WEATHER IS PRO. 
MISED, WITH SOME EXCEEDING. 
LY COLD SNAPS. 

Rev. Irl R. Hicks, of St. Louis, has 
issucd his bulletin of prognostica- 
tions for the month of February, 
from which the following data is ex. 
fracted: = 

Tho first regular storm period for 
the month is central on the 3rd, cov- 
erng tho Ist to the Gth. During a 
storm period the first thing to be ex. 
pected in| a change to warmer in 
Mesterh parts of the country, The 
Darometer begins to fall at the same 
lime and in tho same soctions. These 
conditions begin to move* eastward, 
und cloudiness soon appears over 
wide areas, followed by precipitation 
and storminess. My the central day of 
the period storm areas, a4 a rule, are 
clearly developed and well on their 
march castward into more central 
parts of tho country. During the last 
half of tho period storm perturba. 
tions seach their culminating stages 
in regions along the great central 
valleys, and through the regions 
eastward toward the Atlintic. Now, 
if these things are so, why should 
we stultify ourself and God's facts 
by allowing ourscl{ less time and 
only circumscribed localities t Not 
only aro these things true, but na- 
ture begs no man’s pardon and has 
her own way. Before the change to 
warmer, with falling barometer and 
rain or snow have completed their 
march eastward, the barometer is ris- 
ing in the west, storms have assumed 
the guise of cold waves and blizzards, 
ending in cl@ring and very cold 
Weather westward, offen before the 
first stages of tno storm period reach 
the eastern extremes of our con. 
tipent — and all these within the 
lanits of a regular storm period. 

A progressive warm wave with fal. 
ling barometer will appear first; 
cloudiness with rain, turning to snow 
Will follow, and these, attended with 
more or less storminess, will pass 
central to castern parts of the coun. 
try from about the 3rd to the Sth. 
Meantime a high barometer with win 
ter winds and change to much colder 
northwestern sections in due time 
and regular order to displace the 


storm areas and spread to castern cx- 
tromes. 

Wy the &th and 9th all the fore 
soing phenomena of the first storm 
period will have nearly or quite dis- 
appeared, except the cold in eastern 
states. Chango to warmer und falling 
barometer, followed by return to 
cloudiness and tain and snow will 
again be advancing from western 
parts On and touching tho &th ang 
Yth look for rains, with electrical 
storms protable, especially south- 
ward. As these conditions move out 
of the way to the castward, high 
barometer, cold winds with squalls 
of snow and clearing weatber — wilf 
follow progressively to the eastward. 

The next storm period ia central on 
the 14th, extending from the 12th to 
the 16th. The passage of regular win. 
ter storm conditions, from west to 
east in progressive order, may be 
counted on at this poriod Firat, 
February rains, turning to snow and 
sleet squalls, winding up witb rising 
barometer and cold ware. 

The 19th; 20th and 2ist will bring 
genoral and very active winter storms 
Tho first stages of these storms will 
bo warm and tropical — rains with 
lightning and thunder, especially on 
and touching the 2ist.

“Blackmail” {s mentioned in Arch- 
bishop Hamilton’s Catechisme (1552). 
One of the most picturesque leviers 
of blackmall was Rob Roy, who grew 
famous in this connection about the 
year 1730, In its modern use black- 
mall ‘is the extortion of money by. 
threat of public exposure.

Memorable in the annals of thu 
world are such spectacics, in which 
all that human ingenuity could con- 
ceive has been done to render tho 
nuptials of the rulers of nations 

} scenes of overwhelming magnificence. 
But the culmination has yet to come 
—not here, but in that glorious realm 
in which tho Lord of Hosts has set 
his throne. ‘The marriage of the 
Lamb will be the grandest and most 
glorious of all unions, when Christ 
takes to himself his church, which hoe 
has redeemed with his precious blood, 
*a glorious church, not having spot 
or wrinkle or any such thing, holy 
and without blemish.’’ 

Human imagination fails to con- 
ceive of a spectacle so glorious. Let 
us instead of dwelling on the mar- 
velous scene take but one detall of 
its beauty, the wonderful garments 
with which the Divine Bridegroom is 
to be robed on that glorious oc- 
casion.

Costly was the wed- 
ding apparel of Louls XIV., which he 
wore when’he was married to Maria 
Theresa of Spain; of Prince Ferdin- 
and when ho stood by the side of his 
bride, Isabella of Castile; of the 
Wauphin of France who, eas Prince 
Francis, married the beautiful Mary, 
Queen of Scots; of Emperor Nicholas 
IL, who In 1894 gave his heart and 
hand in marriage to the beautiful 
Princess Alix of Hesse; of Napoleon 
Bonaparte when in 1810 he wedded 
Marie Loulse in the place of the de- 
throned and oxiled Josephine. But 
the robes of tho Heavenly Bridegroom 
will surpass all theso in their value, 
Bow do we know? The oricntal im- 
agery of the text significs it. Fine 
and beautiful in texture, they aro to 
de perfumed with myrrh and slocs 
-and cassia out of the ivory palaces. 

Now, what goki and silver and pre- 
¢lous stones in-dress mean to tho 
western mind myrrh and aloes and 
cassin in a sensc mean to the oricn- 
tal mind. As I would say to you,

How do I know this? The symbols 
of the myrrh and the alocs and the 
cassia teach it. They were all used 
medicinally. ‘‘The myrrh, as-is well 
known,” writes an authority, “was 
celebrated for its use in medicines. 
Tho ancients prepared a wine of 
myrth and also an oi] of myrrh. It 


., was found as an ingredient in many 





of the celebrated compound medi- 
cines.”” ‘Myrrh is especially of great 
use,”’ says another author, ‘along 
with aloctic medicines and com- 
pounds of {fron.’* The medicinal qual- 
ity of aloes is defined in every dic- 
tionary, and cassia was also used as 
a drug by the ancients. Thus when 
we come in touch with Christ’s wod- 
ding garments we know that they 
are going to heal all of our diseases 
and assuago all our pains and be the 
balm which will take away every 
heartache.

Tho royal robes of ‘Christ 
givo'to usa positive assurance that 
the marrisge ceremony | of | the Di- 
vine Bridegroom and of the church, 
his bride, isto be a beginning - of 
never ending joy, not the mere end 
of sorrow or pain or suffering or 
death. Prove this, you say. I will. 
**Ho, Nicodemus,”* I cry, ‘‘whither 
art thou golpg?: Friend,’ why<is thy 
countenance so sad? dost thou 
hug. to they side that great burden 
of a hundred pound,weight?’’ At once 
Nicodemus, the same Nicodemus who 
camo to Jesus by night, looks up, 
and I sce that his eyes are, illod 
with tears and his [aco drawn.down 
by a great sorrow. “I am going,” 
says he, ‘‘with this hundred pound 
weight of myrrh and alocs to em- 
balm tho body of Jcsus Christ, who’ 
has just been crucified. We are going 
to bury the Saviour’s body in the 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathca; I wish 
hls body to be preserved by these 
spices as long as possible.’ “What, 
Nicodemus, will these spices of myrrh 
and aloes preserve the body of Je 
sus?" ‘‘Yes,"* answered the ruler of 
the Jews, “‘they will. If you will ex- 
amine the mummics preserved for 
thousands of years in the Egyptian 
tombs you will find that these splecs 
were the chief causes of their pre 
scrvation."” Herodotus, the ‘‘father 
of history,’’ nearly 500 years before 
Christ was crucified, records that 
tho Egyptians always preserved the 
bodies of their dead with these 
spices. ‘They then fill the body with 
powder of myrrh and alocs and cas- 
sia and other perfumes, except frank- 
incense.’’ Thus we find by these two 
statements that the wedding gar- 
ments of Christ not only have a cur 
ative, but also a preservative, qual- 
ity. That means, carrying the figure 
up to its acme of symbol, that the 
wedding garments of Christ will nev- 
er fade or grow old. 

No, they will never become ycllow 
and worn, as are some of the bridal 
dresses that were worn many yeara 
ago. They will never be put aside os 
useless, The weddings songs that we 
shall sing at the marringe of the 
Lamb shall never have an end. ‘The 
rapturous Joy with which we greot 
our dear ones on the other side of 
the Jordan shall never grow mono- 
tonous. The loving kiss which the 
Divine Bridegroom places upon the 
lips of his bride shall never become 
cold and indifferent. The myrrh and 
the aloes and cassia shall preserve 
and increase joy, even as the wed- 
ding garment of Christ shall halt 
and cure and kill sorrows. Oh, yes, 
these wedding robes of Christ are to 
be aromatic robes, symbolical of nev- 
er ending peace. The ever increasing 
joy of earth shall roll and swell and 
continue to Increase through all the 
coming ages. ‘‘Hosanna, blessed is 
the King of Isracl that comcth in 
the name of the Lord! Hosanna!"’ 

From whence come these airs laden 
with odor of the mysrh and the 
aloes and the cassin of Christ’s wod- 
ding garments? They come from the 
“ivory palaces of heaven.’’ Mark you 
well my answer. Not from one ivory 
palace, but from many. That means 
that when we as part of the church 
are to be united to Christ we are 
going to keep our own Individuali- 
ties. Had my text said, ‘In the iv- 
ory temple of heaven,”’ I might have 
had my doubts about ft, but there 
is no doubt here. 

But though there may” be many 
“ivory palaces’’ in heaven odorous 
with the myrrh and the alocs and 
the cassia, I fear that some of us 
who are invited to be at the ‘wod- 
ding ceremony may not be prescnt. 
It is one thing to get an invitation 
to the marriage ceremony; it is ano- 
ther to be there. Shall we at this 
moment say to our Divine Bride 
groom: ‘‘Jesus, thou Prince, we will 
not love thee; we will not unite 
with thee; we shall not live with 
thee in an ivory palace of heaven 
since we have not lived with thee on 
earth.’* Shall it be that all our dear 
ones who have gone beyond, who are 
waiting to listen to our-nuptial vows 
with Christ in the ivory palaco of 
heaven, shall have to wait for us in 
vain? 

Supposing you refuse to meet the 
Divine Bridegroom at the marriage 
altar of heaven, what will Jesus do? 
What will your loved ones, your 
wife and mother and father and lit- 
tle child, who have gone beyond— 
what will thoy all do? Supposing 
when you were about to be mar- 
ried, your flancee had refusod to ap- 
pear, What would you have donc?

THE RG DIAMOND RECENTLY 
‘FOUND IN SOUTH. AFRICA — 
(VALUED AT $125.000,C00. 

London, Jan. 29.—The discovery a¥ 
Elandsfontein, near Pretoria, of 2 
diamond which is reputed to be 
threo times heavier than the largest 
stone previously found has set the 
calculators at work, with amusing 
results. One of these, who bases his 
calculutions on the estimated value 
of the famous Regent of Pitt dia- 


mond, figures that the new gem, 
even if two-thirds of its bulk is Jost 
in outting, ought jo be worth £25,- 
574,085. {bis is the anost daring of 
all computations, most of which vary 
betwees ahalf million and three 
million sivcrling, with ope of £15,- 
v00,000. [

the discovery of the stone is yeh 
known, and faier information may 

reduce thin anarvel to dimensions 
which can nivec tamly te grusped. 
‘there is no prestuc reason. however, 
tu doubt thuk ti wreatly exceeds the 
Eacebior sivue ol YTU caruts uncut, 
which was fuunG at Jagersloutein, 
and wos whe airgest Litnerto tound 
i South Africa. Lhis Was cut into 
mine large gow in Deesmber, 1904, 
vy Tillany, aud doubtless the new 
stune Whit alsy bo divided. 

Whatever the valu of the new dis 
covery, the abareholders of the Pre- 
micr Mine, in which It was found, 
lave every retson to congratulat¢ 
themevlves, Ile market valuation of 
the sbares increased on Friday, by 
nearly a million pounds sterling. The 
boain In the shares was largely ‘the 
result of the assumpitou that*where 
one gem of 3032 carats ss-found others 
as ‘big or cveu bigger muy be located. 
The discovery caunot, however, de. 
rvgurded us u net gain to the com- 
pany, bcoause under the present dia- 
aond law the Government is entitled 
to Six-tenths of all the not. profit. 

There is something very much like 
a falry tale an the history of the 
Premier Mine. which is located on a 
farm «whose Bocr owner sold it two 
ye ago for £55,009. Tho nominal 
tal of tho Premier Company is 
£80,000. It earned last yoar £667,738 
and the market value of the shares 
is now in the ‘nemtborhvod of £10,- 
000,000. Between October and Janu- 
ary £1 shares havo riven from 40 to 
80. ‘When tho latler figure waa 
reached a few days udgo the shares 
were split into five shilling prefer- 
ences shares and half-crowno deferred 
shares. The former were quoted on 
Friday ut £9 5s. und the latter on 
‘Wednesday ot £14 103., on Thursday, 
£19 5s.. and on Friday £16. ‘The ‘ad- 
vance ts gencrally understood to havo 
been caused by heavy busing by De 
Beers Company, with the object of 
obtaining control of the company and

The hand-woven, ‘hand-dyed and 





hand-embroidered laces of India are 


@ revelation of decorative ‘possibill- 
ties dear to the heart of tho > ar- 
tist. ‘The Hindoo weaver may be il- 
literato'and stupid to everything 
vlse, but in the matter of lace-mak- 
ing he. is an expert whose work is 
not to ibe successfully imitated by 
any machine-made textile, 

A writer, who has been carefully 
viewing! these Jaces in all their subtle 
coloring, says that ‘‘the cye of the 
trained ‘critics finds an individuality 
and soft blending of colors and 
weird designs in the hand-wrought 
fabrics which no machinery can dupli- 
cate. 

“The. Indian weaver and dyer lives 
where human life and labor are most 
superabundant and ‘cheap, and time 
almost valueless, He is an illiterate 
man; and all the rules of his art,

While the men do 
this exquisite weaving and coloring 
the elaborate and much-adinired em- 
broideries of India’ are the work of 
women. The designs and stitches are 
handed down ax a precious heritage 
from mother to daughter, and the 
expert can casily tell where cach pro

KUROPATKIN’S HERRING 
Sakharoff Hinders Drawing It 
Across Scent of Russians. 





Reassian General Has Been Compotiea te 
"Retire From Sandepas—His Rumored 
Buceess Was a Real Deteat-Japaneee 
Account Bays They Defeated Twice 
Saperier Ferce of Tussians and That 
They Capiured Many Prisoners 


St. Petersbarg, Jan. 30.—Instead 
of confirmation of Saturday night's 
report that) Gen. Kuropatkin had 
broken through the Japanése left 
there came Licut.-Gen. Sakharofl’s 
official admission today that the 
Russians had been compelled to re- 
tire from Sandepas on account of 
their inability to carry a redoubt. It 
is alsu significant that despatches 
from Mussian correspondents at the 
front have again suddenly ceased, 
which is regarded as an indication 
of the failure of the operation and 
strengthens the first. impression that 
it was a demonstration undertaken 
to distract the people at, home from 
the present situation. 


Musslans Admit Defeat. 


St. Petersburg. Jan, 30.—Lt.-Gen. 
Sakhbarof has telegraphed © the — fol- 
lowing report to the general staff, 
under date of Jan, 28: 

“On Jan. 26 the enemy began to 
concentrate in considerable force near 
Sandepas, intending to take the of- 
fensive against the villages of Su- 
mapu and Paotsao, south of Sande- 
pas, which were occupicd by the ene- 
my. During the whole of Jan, 27 an 
obstinate fight was going on here 
and after midnight we took Sumapu. 

“On Jan. 26 another column, ad- 
vancing upon Sandepas, occupied in 
the evening a great part of that for- 
tified village; but, coming upon a 
strongeredoubt with a triple row of 
artificial obstacles, which had — been 
scarcely damaged by our fire, and 
which was armed with field artillery 
and quick-firers, and seeing the — im- 
possibility of carrying the redoubt 
without a preliminary bombardment, 
our troops left Sandepas, which had 
been set on fire, it being impossible 
to remain there without risking de 
feat. 

“On Jan. 27 and 28 Sandepas and 
{ts redoubt were heavily bombarded, 
While our extreme column engaged 
near Samapu and Paotsao. Details 
have not been received. 

“On Jan, 26 and 27 our cavalry, 
operating six milex south of Sande- 
pas, attacked and defeated a Japan- 
ese company and took 100 prisoners. 
Altogether the Japanese must have 
suffercd considerable losses.”* 


JAPS OCCUPY LIUTIAKO. 





Twice Zatirely Repuised Saperier Yerce 
ef the Eaemy. 


Tokio, Jan. 30.—Telegraphic ad- 
views received here yesterday from 
the Japancse Manchurian headquart- 
ers, dated the 20th, says: 

“Our detachment occupied Liutiako 
yesterday (Saturday), and was twice 
counter-attacked by a superior force 
of the enemy last night. We entirely 
repulsed the enemy. 

“Our other detachment at dawn to- 
day (Sunday) attacked, the enemy 
in the neighborhood of Feitssaihotzu, 
ebout two miles north of Heikoutai 
and occupied the position, The enemy 
fiercely counter-attacked our force, 
which assailed Heikoutai last night, 
but was repulsed entirely. To-day 
our force occupied the neighborhood 
of Heikoutai. 

“The enciny in the direction of Liu- 
tiako and Heikoutai has entirely re- 
treated to the ight of the Hun 
River. Our force Ys now pursuing 
the 











In the dircetion $f Chenchiephao 
and Likajentan, the encmy made sey- 
eral attacks last night, but were rr 
pulsed. The enciny attacking these 
points belonged to the eighth and 
tenth corps. : 

“In the direction of Heikoutai the 
enemy is composed of the first. and 
mixed corps of infantry, together 
with a cavalry division under Gen, 
Mistchenko, 

“We captured 500 officers and men. 

“The casualties on both sides are 
tunder investigation. 

“The Russians are massing about 
5,000 troops on the Japanes left. 
and bombarding the Ieft flank and 
centre, Small forcer of Russians are 
attacking all along the line. 
Right aed Cestre. 


Manchurian headquarters of the 
Japanese army report that on Sat- 
urday the Russians  occasionaily 
fombarded the right and centre arim- 
ies, following up the bompardinent 
with attacks, which the Japanese im- 
mediately repulsed. In the direction 
of the left wing a Japanese detach- 
ment were victors at Chenchicphao 
and occupied Liutiako and Livchia- 
wopeng on Saturday, the’ Russians 
retreating north and west. 

The Japanese occupied with infan- 
try positions southeast of Hvikoutai 
on Saturday and are now assaulting 
the main position. Another detach- 
ment dislodged a regiment of infan- 
try, a brigade of cavalry and twelve

The country is) fat and thickly 
populated, and the villages are large 
and rich in foodstuffs, 

It is snowing and bitterly cold, and 
the troops eagerly seck the protection 
of the villages, which in this dis- 
trict have escaped destruction, 

On Jan. 26 there was’o heavy fire 
along the right front and an ad- 
Vance was made. ‘The wind ot the 
Russians back drove the snow in the 
faces of the Japanese, and was very 
ditticult, to see any distance. One 
Siberian rifle regiment suffered some- 
what heavy loss. 

Jan. 27.—The fighting continued 
on the right flank, but it does not 
seem to be developing along the 
centre or eastern flank, Probably 
the cold waather prevents a further 
continuance of the battle. 

There is more artillery on both 
sidex.than in any former battle of 
history. 

Caanenading im a Sterm, 

Mukden, Jan, 28.—(Vin Tientsin)— 
‘The most important cannonade since 
the first battle on the Shakhe River 
Was maintained all yesterday in a 
continuous storin against the Japan- 
ese left, which Ficld Marsgal Oyama 
has been reinforcing with troops from 
Port Arthur since General Mist- 
chenko’s raid. The attack was ocen- 
tred about sven miles west of 
Shakhe, station, and it resulted in 
the Japancse withdrawing from Hol- 
antai and Funchuang Chitatsza, 
which the Russians have occupied. 
The cannonading and snowstorm con- 
tinue undiminished to-day. It is con- 
siderably colder. 





The cannonadiag indicates that an 


‘To- 
day's reports indicate that the Jap- 
anese are continuing to fall back, 
while the Russian cavalry have, it is 
understood, advanced their lincs 10 
miles.

Gen, Oku Captured 600 Russians—Atiack of Czar’s Men Was 
Complete Failure—Kuropatkin Failed to Turn Japanese Left 
Position—St. Petersburg Authorities Admit Failure 
and Lay Blame on Sudden Drop in Temperature 


a * Taken to Aniberstbutg.-  ~ 
Toronto, Jan.) 31.—The body of 
Russell H. Beetrett, the young civil 
engineer, who fell out of-a York 
strect window to his death, was tak- 
en to Amherstburg yesterday on the 
440 train. There is much conjecture 
/-but no light upon how he caine to 
his death, and Coroner Aikin’ has 
commenced an inquest, which has 
_, Been adjourned till Thursday even- 
ing. ‘At yosterday’s session, Dr. Cul- 
Jen, Who mado the post-mortem, read 
his report. It stated death was caus- 
ed by a fracture of the skull and 
hemorrhage of the brain, and® that 
there were no marks of violence on 
the body. Dr. Riordan corroborated 
the report. 





Gen. Oku's fcadquarters, Jan. SL. 
=—Saturday ofternoon the Japanese 
began a ficrce bombardment with ar- 
tillery and musketry along the whole 
line. ‘The firing was kept up until 
midnight and was resumed at dawn 
Sunday, continuing until noon, The 
Russian reply was feeble. A move- 
ment of the Japanese left wing, for 
the purpose of surrounding and cut- 
ting off the Russians in the neighbor- 
hood of Pokowtai, is progressing 
slowly, as the resistance is stub- 
born. Should the Russian force be 
cut off it will result in leaving Gen. 
Kuropatkin's right Mank unprotected. 

Two divisions of Japancse troops 
attacked Pehowski and drove four 
divisions of the Russians across the 
Hun River. Six hundred Russians 
were making a stand across the 
River. One Russian division made 
several attacks on Eantanpu'to the 
east, but was driven back with a 
loss of over 4,000. The Japancse 
bombarded the entire Russian — linc. 
The Russianr replied fecbly, showing 
little activity. 

The casunitics during the fighting 
at Chenchichpao and Heikoutai are 
‘estimated at five thousand on the 
side of the Japanese and ten thou- 
sand on the Russian side. 

Thousands Were Killed. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—Gencral 
.E-*opatkin's. attempt ta break 
through the Japancse left wing and 
outflank Field Marshal Oyama’s po- 
sition on the Shakhbe River seems to 


have taNed. ficld MurShal Oyama 
appears to have answered the Rus- 
siun advance with a counter offen- 
sive movernent, but no great dispo- 
sition was shown to carry the war 
into the territory held by..the Rus- 
sians, 

At the War Office the chief ‘blame 
for the failure of the movement is 
laid to a sudden drop of the’ ther 
mometer to 20 degrees: below zcro, 
with a high wind,’ which drifted the 
snow and rendered it hazardous to 
expose the troops to camping in the 
open plain, and also impeded trans- 
portation. 

Tho operation entrusted to the sec- 
ond army, under Gen. Grippenberg, 
was the capture of Sandepas, which, 
once in Russian hands, would serve 
as a pivot for a flanking movement 
against Field Marshal Oyama, but 
Sandepas proved too hard a nut to 
erack, and the Japanese, taking ad- 
vantage of the check of the ussi- 
ans, hurried up their reinforcements 
and assumed the offensive on the 
Hun River, as well as along the 
railroad and the Great Mandarin 
road, The Russians, however, appear 
to have been successful in repulsing 
all the Japanese attacks. Gencral 
Grippenberg did. not press the at- 
tempt to storm Sandepas. 

Owing to the flat trajectory and 
the enormous penetration of modern 
projectiles, the capture of the outer 
line of trenches on Thursday entail- 
ed heavy casualtics, some thousands 
on both sides being killed or wound-

At Sandepas the Japaneso occupied 
& Strongly fortificd position, com- 
manding the triangle formed by the 
confluence of the Hun River and the 
Shakhe River. The Jopancse had 
erected there a fort of a permanent 
and 
trenches extending in a southwesterly 
direction. Several villages to © the 
northeast were also strongly forti- 
fied. The positions were held by 
twelve battalions of Jepancse ‘partly 
drawn from Gen. Nogi's army and 
partly reserves. The Russians car- 
ried the first line of ¢utrenchments, 
but were unable to maintain their 
position on—the outskirts of San- 
depas in the face of fierce cannonad- 
ing. The fighting was transferred 
westward. The Japancse counter-at- 
tacked with a brigade of infantry en- 
deavoring to envelope the Russians, 
but the cavalry protecting the Rus- 
sinn flank drove back tho Japaneso 
with heavy ‘loss. 

A counter attack on the villages 
captured by the Russians at the 
outset of the fight was also beaten 
off, but at the cost to the Russiuns 
of several thousand killed or wound- 
ed, including General Mistchenko, 
who was wounted in tke knee, ‘The 
heaviest sufferers were the newly ar- 
rived brigade of riflemen. ‘The offi- 
cial report of the casualties in the 
fighting at HMounlitadzy and Hugodi, 
Jan. 25 and Jan. 26, says they wero 
45 off_icers and 1.050 men. A hum 
dred Japancse prisoners have arrived 
here. They belonged to the division 
before Port Arthur. The wounded 
are suffering from the cold, which is 
increasing,

This is tho technical term for the 
worm-like appendage to the caccum 
or ‘‘blind intestine,’ known as the 
caput coll, a cul-de-sac about two 
inches and a half in length, situate 
at the beginning of the large intes- 
tine. r

other disease they frequently remove 
the little Ses rior a precaution 
against appendicitis."

Sir William drew a hunorous pic- 
ture of a future race of mankind 
whose whole digestive apparatus was 
removed, and the members of which 
retained but a small incision, down 
which could. be dropped concentrated 
tablets of nourishment. 

“All that would be necessary,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘would be for a firm of 
chemists to enlarge its premises, and 
the tablets could be delivered every 
tmaorning by the postman. No navy 
would be needed to protect our 
sources of food supply, and the do- 
mestic servant problem would be 
solved forever.’’ 3: 

The appendix itsclf, Sir William be- 
lieved, had an important fonction in 
assisting digestion. In addition, it 
was the chief habitat of a certain 
micro-organism that was most usc- 
ful In attacking imperfectly assimi- 
lated nourishment, and if only as a 
medium for the cultivation of these 
bacteria the appendix had {ts use- 
ful mission to perform and should 
be retained.—London Express,

Erom what could be gathered, it 
May take several days yet before the 
Premier will hand his resignation to 
the Lieutenant-Ggvernor. The Cabi- 
net will meet every day until the 
business is cleared away for the new 
Government. 

There was considcrable activity 
about the buildings during the after- 
noon, when a staff of men were busy 
unpacking and delivering to the I’ro- 
vincial Seeretary’s Department uo 
large number of letter fyles. The 
only explanation offered was that the 
new Provincial Secregary had in- 
augurated a new system of fyling do- 
curnents and had found that new fyles 
were nectessary. In another quarter 
it was hinted that the f{yles were re- 
quired for all the departinents and 
“that the old cabinets and drawers 
were being ransacked and all im- 
portant documents re-fyled, the un- 
important papers bging consigned to 
the waste basket. 

Due te Clearing Out Process, 

The delay of the Governinent = in 
vacating the building may be due as 
much to this clearing-out process as 
to the desire to close up all matters 
and Jeave w clean slate for the in- 
coming Government. A clerk in one 
of the departments expressed the 
opinion that the pending matters 
could just as well be left for the con- 
sideration of the new Government as 
the deputies hud kept the routine 
well up-to date during the time the 
ministers were busy in their con- 
stituencies.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—In an in- 
terview, Grand Duke Vladimir says: 

“The shooting by the troops was 
not planned by anybody; it was done 
upder the ordinary laws of the Em- 
pire after the police had failed in

With extraordinary emphasis he 
added: 

“The military did their duty only, 
and they will do it again if | neces- 
sary. 

“It is a mistake to asscrt, as the 
foreign press docs, that the mob had 
no warning: The regulation warning 
given the mob by three blasts of the 
bugles is in Russia equivalent to a 
reading of the riot act in America. 

“The people of Russia are  abso- 
lutely unfit for a constitution, and 
there will be none given. The Em- 
peror is unshakably resolute on that 
point. 

“The Emperor has been: much 
avieved by the recent bloodshed, but 
he recognizes and admits the neces- 
sity thereof, and has expressed his 
determination to resist all revolu- 
tionary demands. 

**He is determined to grant all 
proper reforms, but they will come 
by his own will.””
